anta Barbara law enforcement 
authorities armed with a no¬

Freeman, a former staff psychiatrist 
at San Francisco General Hospital and 
one-time assistant clinical professor at 
the University of California at San 
Francisco, was arrested at gunpoint in 
the recreational vehicle that had been 
his residence for several weeks, accord¬ 
ing to Santa Barbara Police Depart¬ 
ment Detective Richard Yee. 

Freeman, 38, is charged with 
stabbing former patient and lover 
Mario Mondelli more than 20 times 
with a camping ax and knife during 
a July 1994 incident.

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O ut of the scourge of AIDS has 
emerged, ironically, a vibrantly 
healthy artistic legacy. Throughout 
the epidemic, thousands of artists 
living with HIV and AIDS have confronted the 
disease by rendering their feelings in paintings, 
sculpture, photographs, and a vast array of 
other media. The result is an invaluable body 
of art sharing a common subtext of struggle in 
the face of overwhelming adversity. 

In this sense, artwork by those with AIDS 
represents one of the plague’s most lasting 
, legacies, a testament to art as activism and a 
will to survive. As celebrated artist David 
Wojnarowicz wrote before succumbing to 
the disease: “I’m beginning to believe that 
one of the last frontiers left for radical ges¬ 
tures is the imagination.” 

How appropriate, then, that works of art 
by and about people with AIDS and HIV 
should be the focus of two major art shows 
and sales this weekend in San Francisco. No 
better opportunity could be afforded those 
who want to possess or give as gifts works of 
art born out of and symbolizing one of this 
century’s greatest human struggles. 

Both shows afford art-lovers an opportu¬ 
nity to buy one-of-a-kind creations by those 
most closely touched by AIDS. In an increas¬ 
ingly commercialized holiday shopping sea¬ 
son, the original works available at these events 
represent a source of gifts with real meaning, 
especially for gay men and lesbians who have 
prevailed through so much hardship. 

The first of these events is Continuum’s 
annual Holiday Art Show and Sale, to be held 
this Thursday and Friday, December 4-5, at 
255 Golden Gate Avenue (in the Tenderloin 
between Hyde and Leavenworth). There, 
from 3-8 p.m. each day, a wealth of paintings,

sculptures, photographs, crafts, and gift 
items will be on display for holiday gift-buy¬ 
ers to select. The works are all creations of 
people with HIV participating in Continu¬ 
um HIV Day Services’ Art Program. 

Proceeds from the Continuum art sale 
will go to the individual artists and toward 
support of the agency, which offers people 
living with HIV a wide range of medical, 
therapeutic, rehabilitative, social, and recre¬ 
ational services and activities.

The second, more elaborate event is Visu¬ 
al Aid’s Fourth Annual BIG DEAL Art Exhi¬ 


bition and Sale, to be held this Saturday, De¬ 
cember 6, at SOMAR Gallery at 934 Bran- 
nan. The works of nearly 500 participating 
artists will be up for grabs at the show, with 
each painting, photograph, sculpture or 
other work selling for a fixed price of $75 
plus tax. 

Those eager to select from the dazzling 
array of artworks at BIG DEAL had better be 
prepared to go extra early and wait patiently 
in line, since everything at the show will be 
sold on a first-come, first-serve basis.

H plan to allow seniors and 
people with disabilities, in¬ 
cluding people with AIDS, 
to utilize discounted BART/Muni 
fast passes within San Francisco is 
moving forward with the strong 
support of openly gay BART 
board member Tom Radulovich. 
While the full BART board must 
still vote on the proposal, the city’s 
Public Transportation Commis¬ 
sion has said the agreement be¬ 
tween the two transit entities can 
be re-negotiated, Radulovich said 
Tuesday, November 25. 

Currently, there are only full- 
fare BART/Muni fast passes that 
people can use when riding the 
systems in San Francisco. 
Radulovich said the new proposal 
is important for older residents 
and people living with HIV/AIDS 
who could take advantage of the 
cheaper transportation costs. 

Radulovich has been working 
with Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
on the matter and talked about 
the proposal at last week’s meet¬ 
ing of the Harvey Milk Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual Democratic Club, 
which unanimously approved a 
resolution supporting the plan. 

“For me, it’s about service,” 
Radulovich said, though he ac¬ 
knowledged that the two transit

Lumpkin loses

T his week the Supreme Court 
refused to hear the case of 
the Reverend Eugene Lump¬ 
kin Jr., whose refusal to denounce 
anti-gay violence got him fired 
from the San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission four years 
ago. 

Former Mayor Frank Jordan 
had appointed Lumpkin, an old 
friend who was pastor of the Ebe- 
neezer Baptist Church, to the 
commission in 1992. The follow¬ 
ing June, Lumpkin told the San 
Francisco Chronicle he was “sad” 
about AIDS, but that homosexu¬ 
ality “is an abomination against 
God.” 

Jordan resisted calls to fire 
Lumpkin until August, when the 
commissioner told KTVU’s Ross 
McGowan on Mornings on 2 that 
he believed everything “the Bible 
sayeth” about homosexuality. 

After Lumpkin refused to dis¬ 
avow the Old Testament injunc¬ 


tion that says a man should be put 
to death for having sex with an¬ 
other man, Jordan asked him to 
resign from the commission. 

Lumpkin refused, and Jordan 
fired him. 

Lumpkin challenged his 
ouster, claiming it violated his free 
speech rights, but the Ninth U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals upheld 
the city’s right to remove him. 

In that opinion, Judge William 
Norris wrote, “When Reverend 
Lumpkin speaks as a private citi¬ 
zen, he has every right to preach 
that homosexuality is a sin ... but 
the First Amendment does not as¬ 
sure him job security when he 
preaches homophobia while serv¬ 
ing as a city official.” 

With help from the Rutherford 
Institute, a right-wing legal think 
thank, Lumpkin pursued the case. 
On Monday, December 1, the 
Supreme Court refused to hear 
the case, letting the Ninth Circuit 
Court of Appeals stand and cut¬ 
ting off the possibility of further 
action. ▼ 


agencies may see it as a financial 
issue. Every time someone uses a 
full-fare BART fast pass on Muni it 
costs the bus agency 76 cents, he 
said. While BART has raised pas¬ 
senger fares once a year over the last 
three years, Muni’s fares have re¬ 
mained constant, thus contributing 
to the increased cost to the agency. 

Radulovich said the proposal is 
“really new,” and that several is¬ 
sues need to be resolved. Con¬ 
cerns about fraud with the dis¬ 
counted fast passes is not really an 
issue, he said, because people 
would have to show identification 
to purchase a fast pass. 

Jeff Sheehy, Milk Club presi¬ 
dent, said he was approached by 
local AIDS activist Michael Pe- 
trelis and ACT UP/Golden Gate 
members about the discounted 
fast passes. He said the matter “is 
an HIV issue.” 

Petrelis first proposed the new 
plan at a hearing of the Public 
Transportation Commission on 
November 18. ▼

Gabbert trial 
postponed to April

A civil trial of a sexual harass¬ 
ment lawsuit filed against 
erstwhile KOFY-TV Chan¬ 
nel 20 owner Jim Gabbert by a gay 
former station staffer was sched¬ 
uled to begin in San Francisco Su¬ 
perior Court on Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 1, but was continued until 
April 1998. 

Gabbert is being sued by for¬ 
mer KOFY-TV station staffer 
Roger Mele, who claims that he 
was repeatedly sexually harassed 
by Gabbert while an employee of 
the station. 

Mele, who is represented by 
the Law Offices of Paul Wotman, 
alleges that he once quit his job as 
a traffic controller at the station 
because of the sexual harassment, 
but later returned when assured it 
would cease. 

In an interview about the case 
last year, Gabberfs attorney Joe 


Schwachter denounced the com¬ 
plaints as “malicious lies” and said 
that the evidence didn’t support 
the allegations. 

“It’s clear to me from the be¬ 
ginning that this action was filed 
purely for the plaintiff to try to get 
a quick buck,” Schwachter said. 

Schwachter is a partner in the 
management defense firm Littler, 
Mendelson. 

Gabbert later filed a libel law¬ 
suit against Wotman and Mele, 
but the case was tossed out of Su¬ 
perior Court. An appeal of the de¬ 
cision is currendy winding its way 
through the appeal process. 

Gabbert claimed that sensa¬ 
tionalized news accounts of the 
1995 lawsuit had caused “millions 
of dollars” of losses in advertising 
for his business in the final quar¬ 
ter of 1995 and that because of 
Mele’s sensational claims, he was 
denied membership in the exclu¬ 
sive St. Francis Yacht Club. 

Mele sued Gabbert a year after

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Newsom apologetic 
to gay Dems

p he fallout from the flap be¬ 
tween Supervisors Tom 
Ammiano and Gavin New¬ 
som over the now-dead resolution 
thanking retired General Colin 
Powell continued after last week’s 
board meeting; an apologetic 
Newsom spoke at length on the 
issue to members of the Harvey 
Milk Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual De¬ 
mocratic Club at the group’s 
meeting last Tuesday, November 
25. It took some guts on the part 
of Newsom; while his appearance 
had been planned weeks ago to 
talk about the “Fight AIDS” vani¬ 
ty license plate he’s involved with, 
it was clear that club members 
had only one issue on their minds 
last Tuesday. 

“I’ve learned an enormous 
amount,” Newsom, who was ap¬ 
pointed last February and is the 
only straight white male on the 
board, told the club. “It’s about 
learning, and I want to apologize 
that this thing came up.” 

The day before, Monday, No¬ 
vember 24, Ammiano and New¬ 
som erupted into a shouting 
match at the board meeting over 
the proposed commendation for 
Powell for his help raising $1.4 
million for local youth. Ammiano, 
a longtime gay rights advocate, 
squashed Newsom’s effort to pass 
the resolution, effectively killing 
it. Things became so heated dur¬ 
ing the debate that at one point 
Supervisor Susan Leal asked that 
Newsom be removed from the 
board meeting; he wasn’t. 

Ammiano said he opposes 
Powell’s views of not allowing 
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gays and lesbians to serve in the 
military. Powell, a retired four-star 
general, served as the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff in the early months of the 
Clinton administration when the 
president was wrestling with the 
military’s policy on gays in the 
military. Ultimately, the much- 
maligned “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
policy was adopted. 

Da man, not Da God 

The Milk Club unanimously 
approved a resolution critical of 
Mayor Willie Brown for his com¬ 
ments on the controversy, which 
drew national attention once again 
to the often unpredictable world of 
San Francisco politics. The mayor 
called Ammiano’s action a “major 
faux pas ” and embarrassment to 
the city. “We strongly support Tom 
Ammiano and we condemn 
Mayor Brown for his homophobic 
comments,” stated the club’s reso¬ 
lution. Added member Jerry 
Windley, “The mayor needs to 
learn he’s just a man, not God.” 

Phones at City Hall were ring¬ 
ing off the hook following last 
week’s board meeting. Newsom 
said his office fielded over 150 
calls just on Tuesday, with the ma¬ 
jority of callers expressing sup¬ 
port for his efforts to thank Pow¬ 
ell. Ammiano’s office also report¬ 
ed receiving a lot of calls, mostly 
in support of his stand against the 
resolution but also some that were 
homophobic, he said. 

At the Milk Club meeting and 
in interviews, Newsom said that 
he, too, opposes Powell’s stand on 
gays in the military; however, his 
resolution specifically thanked the 
former military leader for his ef¬ 
forts to help raise $1.4 million in 
conjunction with the San Francis¬ 
co delegation for the President’s 
Summit for America’s Future, 
convened last April in Philadel¬ 
phia to initiate a three-year effort 
to help America’s youth. Powell 
appeared November 19 at a San 
Francisco fundraiser.

Newsom spoke for almost an 
hour and responded to comments 
from several club members, all of 
whom thanked the supervisor for 
coming to the meeting even if 
they didn’t agree with him on the 
Powell resolution. The supervisor 
said that he and Ammiano have 
worked well together on several 
issues, most notably Proposition 
G (reporting requirements for 
campaign consultants), which was 
approved by voters in last month’s 
election. “I can’t get a [campaign] 
consultant to save my life,” said 
Newsom, who funded at least 20 
percent of the campaign. 

He also denied the showdown 
at last week’s board meeting was 
planned to grab attention; New¬ 
som and Ammiano are both run¬ 
ning for office next year. “I am up¬ 
front and I am incredibly honest. If 
you [think] I intended this debate, 
I take umbrage with this,” said 
Newsom. “I want it to go away.” 

Windley started off the com¬ 
ments to Newsom and spoke for 
many in the room. “Tom [Ammi¬ 
ano] did exactly what I expect 
him to do as a representative for 
me. With all due respect, you will 
never know what it’s like to be a 
gay man. Colin Powell is someone 
who went out of his way to single 
out a group of people to discrim¬ 
inate against,” he said. 

No debate anymore 

Tom Radulovich, who’s on the 
BART board of directors and is 
an activist for various environ¬ 
mental and bicycle issues, said 
Newsom should “try to be sensi¬ 
tive to the issue. 
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No harmony between 
Harvey Milk Club and 
SF Gay Men’s Chorus

T he San Francisco Gay Mens 
Chorus has come under at¬ 
tack by the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual Democratic 
Club for listing United Airlines 
among its sponsors on promo¬ 
tional materials for this years hol¬ 
iday concerts. Milk Club leaders 
say they are frustrated by the cho¬ 
rus’s acceptance of funds from the 
giant air carrier, which is involved 
in suing the city over the domestic 
partner benefit law. 

The Milk Club has called on 
the gay community to boycott 
United Airlines because of the 
lawsuit filed against the city by the 
Air Transport Association; United 
is believed to be a driving force 
behind the lawsuit, along with 
Federal Express. In October, a 
hearing was held in U.S. Federal 
Court before Judge Claudia 
Wilken; she has not yet issued a 
ruling concerning the city’s non¬ 
discrimination benefits ordi¬ 
nance. 

Although AT&T will present 
the chorus’s forthcoming Make 
Your Yuletide Gay concerts, United 
is listed as a sponsor with several 
other corporations. Chorus offi¬ 
cials acknowledge that audience 


members booed as United’s name 
was announced when the airline 
presented the concert Gershwin, A 
Rhapsody for Two last July. 

A chorus of support 

Jim Payne, executive director 
of the gay men’s chorus, told the 
B.A.R. that the holiday concerts 
are primarily funded by AT&T, 
but that United is listed as an 
overall sponsor of the chorus. Pat- 
tie Lockard, director of market¬ 
ing, declined to reveal the exact 
dollar figure of the AT&T fund¬ 
ing. “It’s a confidential amount,” 
she told the B.A.R. United provid¬ 
ed $15,000 for the Gershwin 
shows, Payne said. 

In a prepared statement, Payne 
said the gay men’s chorus is now 
in its 20th year of “proud service 
as goodwill ambassadors to the 
gay and lesbian community of 
San Francisco.” 

Regarding United Airlines and 
its financial contributions, Payne 
said, “United Airlines has spon¬ 
sored the San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus over the past two 
years. Despite the current conflict 
with the city of San Francisco re¬ 
garding domestic partners, Unit¬ 
ed has a recent, but not rich, his¬ 
tory of supporting gay and lesbian 
causes. It was one of the first 


major airlines to support gay and 
lesbian cultural activities because 
it recognized them as a distinctive 
part of American life. We feel 
strongly that it is this type of be¬ 
havior that should be encouraged, 
not discouraged, by our commu¬ 
nity. 

“Further, if we wish to support 
our lesbian and gay sisters and 
brothers at United Airlines, we 
feel it is important to show a 
stand of solidarity, not condem¬ 
nation and rejection,” stated 
Payne. 

Payne said the gay men’s cho¬ 
rus is “concerned about their 
[United’s] employee benefits 
package,” and that officials have 
established an “open and honest 
relationship with our partners at 
United and are hopeful that our 
input regarding these sensitive 
matters will bring a greater con¬ 
sciousness to those who shape 
these policies, and this, not rejec¬ 
tion, will lead to the eventual 
adoption of domestic partnership 
benefits for United Airlines em¬ 
ployees.” 

Voices of dissent 

The Milk Club doesn’t see 
things that way. “It’s frustrating. A 
lot of groups have pulled [United]

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Good news and bad news 
(sort of) for World AIDS Day 


' | ' his week, just in time for World AIDS 
Day, researchers from the San Fran- 
ll cisco Department of Public Health’s 
AIDS Office said they believe the incidence 
of new AIDS cases peaked in San Francisco 
in 1992 - with more than 3,000 cases - and 
they predict that 1,196 cases of AIDS will be 
reported here in 1998. That’s the good news, 
sort of. (The really good news, naturally, 
would be an expectation of no new cases in¬ 
stead of one every eight hours, but in any 
case it sure beats one every 150 minutes.) 

On the other hand, as Interim Health 
Director Mitch Katz acknowledged, “While 
there has been a decline in the number of 
new AIDS cases, the number of persons liv¬ 
ing with AIDS has actually increased in San 
Francisco.” 

That reflects the new reality that (again 
quoting Katz) “new therapies have allowed 
people with AIDS to live longer, healthier 
lives.” It would be great news if longer lives 
automatically equaled healthier lives. But in 
this era of diminished resources for people 
in need, that just isn’t the case. Far too 
many people will simply live longer miser- 
' able lives. 

As the epidemic changes, it’s clear that 
new and different needs will continue to 
arise. There’s the thorny problem of hous¬ 
ing - not only how to find homes for those 
people with HIV who don’t have shelter, 
but also how to find ways for those PWAs 
in danger of losing their homes to hang 
onto them. 

Then there’s the problem of employ¬ 
ment. Governor Wilson dashed a lot of 
hopes earlier this season when he vetoed a 
bill that would have provided transitional 
help to PWAs returning to work - more ev¬ 
idence of the penny-wise-pound-foolish 
approach that far too many politicos have 
when it comes to this disease. (And not 
only Republicans, to be fair: there are some 
pretty parsimonious Democrats out there 
who could use some basic economic 
lessons, too.) 

Local AIDS activist Michael Petrelis, who 
frequently gets branded a troublemaker, re¬ 
cently identified a new need - transit acces¬ 
sibility - and then went about the business 
of finding solutions. His appearance before 
the Public Transportation Commission last 
month was anything but troublemaking: he 
set the wheels in motion (please excuse the 
all-but-inexcusable pun) to allow PWAs to 
use reduced fare passes when they need to 
use BART. 

That is the sort of thing we would have 
expected the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 


tion’s much-lauded public policy depart¬ 
ment to have spearheaded - or at least, to 
have had a hand in. So, for that matter, is the 
proposal to add PWAs to Mabel Teng’s pro¬ 
posed legislation protecting seniors from 
the avalanche of owner-move-in evictions. 
Unfortunately, SFAF has not gotten in¬ 
volved on either of those fronts, ap¬ 
parently having other things to do 
with its gigantic staff and $18 mil¬ 
lion annual budget. 

Nobody expects the AIDS 
Foundation to come up with 
every great idea in the world, but 
its constant lagging behind the curve 
shows that it needs to be a lot more at¬ 
tentive to clients’ suggestions. 

The extremely exclusionary 
nature of its board meetings 
does more damage than 
SFAF’s executive director and 
communications director want to admit: 
besides closing off the dialogue that would 
let clients know what the foundation is up 
to, it also eliminates the possibility that 
clients can spur SFAF on to greatness with 
ideas the foundation’s policy wonks haven’t 
considered. 

Unfortunately, it looks as though the 
foundation is going to resist every effort to 
drag it into the light and open those board 
meetings. Last month the commurflcations 
director said Supervisor Tom Ammiano’s 
efforts to make it comply with “sunshine” 
ordinances would only be counterproduc¬ 


tive. The executive director went further, 
telling reporters in a line straight out of 
Dracula that so much sunshine could be 
“literally deadly.” 

We fail to see how they could believe that 
inviting clients with HIV to board meetings 
could be anything of the sort - unless they 
are so behind the curve over at SFAF they 
believe the virus is spread by casual con¬ 
tact, in which case the organization 
needs to be shut down immediately- 
and nothing they have said has made 
it any clearer. 

What their resistance does make 
clear is that the patterns of operation 
over there are so entrenched it will 
take a mighty effort to shake 
SFAF out of its complacency 
and torpor. 

This year’s World AIDS 
Day may have had the best 
news yet about the disease, but it still isn’t 
good enough. We’re looking forward to the 
day - soon, we hope - when it is a celebra¬ 
tion of the epidemic’s end. On that day, 
when life for those who are infected is 
mostly indistinguishable from life for those 
who aren’t, when sex is less fearful for 
everyone, when there are fewer giant bu¬ 
reaucracies gobbling up money, and we can 
concentrate more efforts on gaining our 
rights to live freely (rather than just trying 
to live), we’ll be dancing in the streets. 

Until then, there’s still more work to be 
done. ▼

16,000 reasons a day for 
more HIV vaccine research

f| ast Monday, December 1, the world 
community paused to reflect on the 
% global AIDS pandemic and the dev¬ 
astation it has wrought on humanity over 
the past 16 years. Grim statistics released 
earlier this week by the joint United Nations 
Program on HIV/AIDS (UNAIDS) tell us 
that the pandemic is far worse than anyone 
dared imagine. More than 30 million adults 
and children worldwide are living with HIV. 
That number is expanding at an alarming 
rate, with a global HIV infection rate of 
16,000 new infections daily. These numbers 
confirm that while the rate of new infec¬ 
tions may be slowing in many industrialized 
countries, AIDS is far from over. 

Complacency and a failure to take bold 
steps in addressing the challenges that lie 
ahead are our worst enemies. The interna¬ 
tional Association of Physicians in AIDS 
Care advocates the acceleration of HIV vac¬ 
cine research. We advocate that science and 


ethics be allowed to guide decision-making 
around our association’s “controversial” call 
to conduct a human safety trial of a live-at¬ 
tenuated HIV vaccine candidate by the year 
2000. 

Like the live-attenuated polio vaccine, 
a live-attenuated HIV vaccine will 
never be completely safe. However, 
we must weigh the potential benefit 
of a vaccine for major epicenters or 
groups at greatest risk of HIV in¬ 
fection for whom no other effec¬ 
tive vaccine or treatment for 
HIV/AIDS is possible. The risk of 
disease inherent in the 
use of a live-attenuated 
HIV vaccine may, in fact, 
be minuscule compared 
to the magnitude of risk of infection by 
those populations. 

Science is an important factor. But at 
some point we must move beyond squab¬ 
bling over data, what they mean, and how 
much data is enough. 

We must not forget to consider the tens 



and possibly hundreds of millions of 
human beings who will die without an ef¬ 
fective vaccine. On this week of World AIDS 
Day, our association urges those who have a 
responsibility to bring an end to the night¬ 
mare of AIDS to allow three grim statistics 
to guide their decision-making: Thirty mil¬ 
lion people are HIV-infected. Sixteen thou¬ 
sand more are infected daily. If current 
transmission rates hold steady, 40 
million human beings will be liv- 
!K\ ing with HIV/AIDS on the dawn 
of the new millennium. ▼

Although I personally believe there is a need for 
more community input and oversight at the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, the concurrent person¬ 
al attacks on the executive director of that agency are 
really out of line and, frankly, inexcusable. 

At the same time, the attempted portrait of Mr. 
Petrelis as a martyr within your pages is laughable. 
Your story line that three AIDS agencies “summarily 
denied services to a client after he upset them with 
his political activities” is at best an obfuscation itself. 
Just what were those “political activities?” What, ex¬ 
actly, are the services that Mr. Petrelis is in such dire 
need of that he can’t obtain elsewhere? 

I learned as early as second grade that when you 
piss off the teacher, you’re likely to have conse¬ 
quences. If any agency has to spend that much effort 
dealing with a trouble-making client, it shouldn’t re¬ 
ally surprise anyone when the client is asked to leave. 
My impression (based entirely on accounts within the 
B.A.R.) is that his contacts with SFAF actually cen¬ 
tered around his attempting to advance his 
own agenda, and rarely in obtaining ser¬ 
vices. A friend of mine once commented 
that a jerk with AIDS is just a jerk with 
AIDS. Sorry, but there’s not a lot of sym¬ 
pathy for Mr. Petrelis from my corner. 

There are lots of things that are in¬ 
sulting and infuriating, and the B.A.R.'s 
coverage of this issue is just one of 
them. While I find it ever so encourag¬ 
ing that the B.A.R. has such high moral 
standards as to only publish signed letters, I find it cu¬ 
rious that charges such as “obfuscation and commu¬ 
nity deception” are leveled by a rag that continually 
engages in the very same.

Workforce or workfarce? 

[The following was sent to Craig Ames, Director, In¬ 
surance & Risk Management, Walgreen’s Co.:] 

I was a recent hiree to the Walgreen’s Company. I 
am also a person with a pre-existing disabling disease 
(AIDS) with an established physician. I am currently 
trying to transition back into the workforce. 

On October 3 1,1 went to join UFCW Local 648 
and to talk to them about medical benefits. During 
our conversation, I was offered three HMO plans to 
choose from, none of which use my HIV physician. I 
was also dismayed that Walgreen’s doesn’t offer Long 
Term Disability plans to their employees here in San 
Francisco, or that the gentlemen I spoke with didn’t 
seem to know what a LTD was. I questioned the union 
reps about paying full-time dues plus the 25% med¬ 
ical benefits copay while only working 24 hours per 
week. I also expressed concern over the fact that as a 
person with a disabling disease who is returning to 
the workforce and paying these kinds of dues, the 
union should offer better options in their health ben¬ 
efits, which should include PPO plans as well as LTD. 
(They suggested I buy private health insurance.) 

The conclusion was that the union or Walgreen’s 
doesn’t really make it advantageous or conducive for 
people with pre-existing, disabling diseases to return 
to work. This is based solely on the medical benefits 
packages being offered and the lack thereof. I find this 
especially disheartening since the HIV/AIDS com¬ 
munity is keeping Walgreen’s stores thriving with the 
various insurances they use and the high amounts of 
private cash that come (Tut of our pockets. 

Because of these lack of benefits, I will not be able 
to work for Walgreen’s and will have to continue with 
my private, state and federally funded disability plans, 
which actually take better care of me. I now under¬ 
stand why it’s so difficult for people, such as myself, to 
return back to work. It’s called capitalism.

Evictions and status disclosure

it being a TIC (“tenants-in-common”) flat in a 2-unit 
building, and they will have to do an owner-move-in 
eviction and are dreading it, but must go through this 
procedure, since they will own property, and gdbd old 
English common-law, plus various U.S. and Califor¬ 
nia statutes do grant certain rights to occupy one’s 
own “little castle!” We’re not talking here about some 
huge corporate conglomerate which owns hundreds 
of apartments and can pull all sorts of “relatives” out 
of the woodwork to do shady owner move-ins.

But if people examine more 
closely Mr. Tom Ammiano’s proposal to 
disallow any evictions of people with life- 
threatening illnesses from their apart¬ 
ments, including those with HIV+ sta¬ 
tus, it logically follows that there must 
be some mechanism to discover just 
who, as tenants, are HIV+ and therefore 
protected from eviction proceedings. Is 
your landlord gonna have the right to ask, regularly 
and repeatedly, your HIV status? If your landlord, of 
let’s say a 3-unit building, wants to sell the building, 
he/she is necessarily going to have to disclose to po¬ 
tential buyers, right up-front as the deal gets under¬ 
way, that there are tenants in that building with life- 
threatening illnesses, and people with HIV+ status 
living in the building, and they cannot be evicted! If 
this information was not provided to a buyer, it would 
seem logical that these sellers could be sued for not 
fully disclosing all they know, or should know, that 
affects the use of the building. Somewhere there will 
have to be a list compiled so potential buyers who go 
into a real estate office will know what they’re getting 
into before they make offers on properly to buy for 
their own private residences. I know that “Real Estate” 
in California has gotten real crazy over the years, but 
this would be way too much! Dear Mr. Ammiano, re¬ 
think this one, please!

m W Board of Regents of the 
University of California recently 
only hours before that board was 
to vote on providing health bene¬ 
fits to domestic partners of UC 
employees, he was, in effect, de¬ 
claring himself a candidate for the 
2000 Republican presidential 
nomination. Although Wilson’s 
ploy backfired and he suffered 
one of his more stinging defeats 
when the Regents voted 13 to 12 
to offer same-sex partners of UC 
employees health coverage identi¬ 
cal to that now being received by 
employees’ spouses, the governor 
had successfully made his play to 
the Christian Coalition, the group 
now firmly in control of the na¬ 
tional Republican Party.

- identified as a gay-bashing, “new 
kind of Republican” - one that 
radical right Republicans could 
now openly embrace. 

In an obvious move 
to show his fellow GOP 
governors that he is now 
a Republican in the 
mold of Dan Quayle, 

Patrick Buchanan, 
and even Jesse 
Helms, Wilson can 
now claim that 
he did “all he 
could” to stop 
the “devaluing 
of the institution of marriage and 
the family” (his own words) by at¬ 
tempting to block the Regents’ ac¬ 
tion. No one knows better than 
Pete Wilson that if he is still to be 
considered a viable presidential 
contender after his last debacle, he 
must now shed the “moderate” 
label that proved so successful for 
him in California politics for so 
long. 

Any Republican seriously hop¬ 
ing to win the nomination in 2000 
must make a sharp turn to the 
right, and they are all doing it. 
Even former Rockefeller Republi¬ 
can Steve Forbes - once a pro¬ 
gay, pro-choice Eastern Establish¬ 
ment Republican - has now 
kissed up to the right wing and is 
as homophobic as they come. He 
sounds more like Bob Dole and 
Senator Helms every day. Yes, that 
Steve Forbes, the son of one of 
New York City’s most notorious 
closeted gay multimillionaires, 
Malcolm Forbes, Sr. 

The many faces of Pete Wilson 

- the man who changes his stances 
faster than Sybil changes person¬ 
alities. It never ceases to amaze me 
how this rotter has gotten away 
with fooling California voters - in¬ 
cluding those gay and lesbian Log 
Cabin adherents - for so long. 
Once again, we are seeing the real 
Pete Wilson at work, a man who 
will do or say anything to win. 

Will this latest bit of strategy 
really work for our soon-to-be ex¬ 
governor? Only time will tell, but 
he has clearly decided that he 
must throw his political lot in 
with the racist, sexist, homopho¬ 
bic gang who now control his 
party. After all, the year 2000 will 
definitely mark Pete’s last shot at 
the brass ring, and he obviously 
believes he is on the right track to 
the White House this time. 

Indeed, Wilson’s showboating 


at the UC Board meeting brought 
raves from the far right, just as the 
governor had hoped. No less than 
the gay-bashing Reverend Lou 
Sheldon himself proclaimed that, 
while losing the vote, “Pete Wil¬ 
son’s colors shone brilliantly.”

Better to vote for an honest con¬ 
servative of principle than this 
mealy-mouthed hypocrite whose 
only claim to fame is his ability to 
play Halloween year round by 
putting on whatever mask will 
frighten the largest number of im¬ 
pressionable voters.” Truer words 
were never spoken.

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son in particular not only suspects 
but believes it. I believe what we 
have here is a group of whiners 
who, because they can’t bring sanc¬ 
tity to their relationships by how 
they live them, want to make them 
special through force of law.

And hey, how ’bout them ac¬ 
tivists buying off the white New 
Jersey teacher in the “reverse dis¬ 
crimination” suit? You remember, 
the one in which a school district 
with budget problems had to 
choose between firing a white 
teacher or a black teacher who 
were equally qualified, and kept 
the black teacher in the name of 
faculty diversity? A number of or¬ 
ganizations pledged money for a 
$400K setdement to keep the case 
from ending up as the test case for 
affirmative action before the 
Supreme Court, because the facts 
of this case were so bad. And ap¬ 
parently, so many lawyers are 
chomping at the bit to get to the 
Supreme Court that they’re getting 
in the way of maneuvering the best 
test cases for affirmative action 
into the pipeline and downplaying 
the poorer ones. A New York Times 
analysis says the NAACP Legal De¬ 
fense Fund counseled against 
bringing suit against 209 challeng¬ 
ing its constitutionality in favor of 
a different strategy — but the 
ACLU pressed on and blew it. Hey, 
passion over logic — I called that 
one over a year ago. 

There’s no end to the embar¬ 
rassment here. New information 
in the Jersey case: the black 
teacher now claims to have been 
more qualified because she holds 
a higher degree; the school board 
never claimed they made their de¬ 
cision in order to remedy past dis¬ 
crimination; there already was di¬ 
versity reflecting the community 
on this faculty ... so claiming an 
affirmative action motive for their 
decision turns out to have been

the dumbest thing in the world 
for the board to do. What was that 
I’d been saying about a good 
cause with stupid tactics, again? 

Show Me The Evidence Dept.: 
Ten years ago, I was shocked and 
sickened to open the morning 
paper and read of a black teenager 
found in a plastic bag, racial epi¬ 
thets smudged on her clothes and 
covered in excrement, claiming 
to have been raped by white 
cops. I was further sick¬ 
ened ten months later, 
when a special prosecutor 
and grand jury announced 
their investigation had 
found the whole thing to 
have been a hoax. Labs 
had found no semen, 
blood or Cau¬ 
casian pubic 
hairs. Nor did 

_ they find any 

traces of grass, 
leaves or soil consistent with her al¬ 
legedly having been held in the 
woods for four days. The feces were 
traced to her neighbors’ collie. 

The teenager’s “advisers” con¬ 
tinued to insist, on national tele¬ 
vision, they had “direct evidence” 
to prove a young, white assistant 
district attorney was one of the 
“attackers” — evidence they re¬ 
fused to bring forward. Naturally, 
the DA turned around and sued 
for libel, and the case is now com¬ 
ing to trial. In the meantime, one 
of her three advisers was dis¬ 
barred for “a pattern of profes¬ 
sional misconduct,” and a second 
suspended from law practice for 
refusing to cooperate with an 
ethics investigation. 

In the libel case, the then- 
teenager has already lost a default 
judgment for refusing to answer 
the complaint; she’s on the hook 
for damages should the DA win. 
Meanwhile, her co-defendants are 
refusing to enter the courtroom 
unless they can bring with them 
100 demonstrators — who have 
been milling about outside chanti¬ 
ng “No justice, no peace!” — for 
support. 

Does the phrase “dream on” 
come to mind here? Does one have 
to be cynical to infer their “de¬ 
fense” strategy might be disruption 
of the proceedings if rulings don’t 
go their way, or just observant? 

At some point, liberal values 
got turned into a religion — only 
some of us lost our faith over 
shenanigans like this. You believ¬ 
ers might want to take stock of the 
damage farces like this inflict. I 
don’t want to concede the major¬ 
ity vote to the Pete Wilsons of the 
world, but y’all aren’t helping one 
bit. ▼

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USA Today explores TV’s 
gay male kissing closet

T he November 24 USA Today 
featured an article by Kevin 
Gray about the reasons that 
— while Ellen and other shows 
have featured women kissing — 
gay men can not seem to get to 
first base on network TV. 

“Men have kissed on the small 
screen, but usually in the service 
of a big laugh, with a horrified 
straight man on the receiving 
end,” Gray wrote. “TV has yet to 
depict a gay male romance with 
the kind of emotional force and 
genuine intimacy granted the 
fictitious Ellen Morgan .” 

He quoted Spin City's 
Michael Boatman say¬ 
ing, “It’s threatening to 
the male psyche,” and 
followed with Rhona 
Berenstein, director of 
film studies at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, 
who added, “‘Male 
viewers can’t handle it. We still 
live in a culture where it’s taboo 
for men to be physical and affec¬ 
tionate.’” 

Gray also noted that “movies 
have more readily tackled gay re¬ 
lationships, from The Birdcage to 
In & Out. But that’s because the 
longer format of film allows char¬ 
acter development, Berenstein 
says. Television, with its 22- 
minute episodes, ‘is all about sur¬ 
faces,’ she says. ‘Everybody be¬ 
comes a stereotype on TV.’ Still, 
TV has outpaced film in its sheer 
variety of gay characters, if only 
because of economics. Movies 
costs tens of millions to make. 
One flop means a big loss. But TV 
can weave gays in and out, at most 
risking the loss of an advertiser 
for a couple of weeks.” 

The sheer numbers of charac¬ 
ters television can allow may not 
bring gay male kisses into Ameri¬ 
ca’s living rooms anytime soon, 
Gray said, but “gay advocates ap¬ 
preciate that Ellen makes it OK to 
be gay and praise the well-round¬ 
ed portrayals of gays on TV. ‘With 
the number of gay characters ris¬ 
ing, we’re getting more diversity, 
which is important because the 
gay community is so diverse,’ says 
Chastity Bono, GLAAD entertain¬ 
ment director.” 

Please thank USA Today and 
Kevin Gray for examining the 
hurdles society still faces towards 
allowing gay men the same repre¬ 
sentations of love and intimacy 
that network television affords 
heterosexuals — or even lesbians.

Radical Southern Baptists 
make Ray Kerrison dizzy 

In his November 25 column, 
the New York Post's Ray Kerrison 
perverted a 60 Minutes story on 
Disney CEO Michael Eisner to 
peddle his own anti-gay agenda. 
In “Boycott Begins To Make Dizzy 
Disney Boss Bend,” Kerrison 
claimed Michael Eisner was 
forced to do the interview because 
of the pressure exacted by the 
Southern Baptist Convention’s 
vote to boycott Disney due to 
what Kerrison calls “trying to nor¬ 
malize a lifestyle that is abnormal, 
deviant, unhealthy and danger¬ 
ous.” Eisner stated that Disney 
profits have grown 20 percent in 
the past year, and that “[wje’re not 
pushing any agenda. We’re push¬ 
ing for tolerance and understand¬ 
ing, expansiveness.” 

Kerrison used his column to 
serve as soapbox to the conserva¬ 
tive critics of Disney, from anti-gay 
film reviewer Michael Medved to 
The Catholic League (a radical re¬ 
ligious organization) to Richard 
Land of the Southern Baptist Con¬ 
vention. After aping the American 
Family Association’s claim that the 
60 Minutes interview was “slanted,” 
and claiming the interview was an 
example of “why Americans ‘de¬ 
spise and mistrust’ the national 
media,” the column closed by stat¬ 
ing that the film Priest and ABC’s 
Nothing Sacred were “[a] vile as¬ 
sault on Mother Teresa as she is 
carried to her resting place.” 

The prospect of hammering 
the media, and lesbians and gay 
men, seems to have made Kerri¬ 
son dizzy with poor reasoning. 
Offering benefits to the same-sex 
partners of Disney employees is 
about equal treatment, and does 
nothing to affect people who are 
not receiving the benefits. Repre¬ 
senting diversity is about inclu¬ 
sion, and expanding the defini¬ 
tion of “family-oriented” enter¬ 
tainment, not limiting it to the 
narrow-minded views of a small 
group of anti-gay zealots. Kerri- 
son’s disingenuous attempt to “re¬ 
port” Eisner’s supposed “buck¬ 
ling” under the pressure of boy¬ 
cott is a desperate attempt at 
damage control for radical reli¬ 
gious groups. Write the New York 
Post, and encourage them to bal¬ 
ance their wild-eyed radical 
columnists with a broader range 
of opinion, instead of employing 
the same old tired anti-gay hacks.

Ten years ago this week: 

‘The Society of 
the Human Heart’

This week in gay history: Cele¬ 
brated writer James Baldwin dies 
in France December 1, 1987. 

I ’ve loved a few-men and I’ve 
loved a few women.” That’s 
how African-American writer 
James Baldwin once characterized 
his sexuality. Baldwin - who died 
ten years ago this week - never 
embraced the word “gay,” though 
he wrote four novels that stand at 
the forefront of gay literature. 

Baldwin was born in Harlem 
in 1924 to a single mother. When 
he was three, she married a Pen¬ 
tecostal preacher. Religion was an 
early and powerful influence on 
Baldwin, who used it as an escape 
from his abusive stepfather. Bald¬ 
win became a preacher himself at 
the age of 14, and his first novel, 
Go Telllton the Mountain (1953), 
fictionalized his youthful career as 
a popular and talented orator in a 
Harlem congregation. 

The other strong influence 
on Baldwin’s life and writ¬ 
ing was his sexual orienta¬ 
tion, about which he ex¬ 
pressed confusion at an 
early age. Friends and fam¬ 
ily members guessed his sex¬ 
uality before Baldwin him¬ 
self did. His younger 
brother told an inter¬ 
viewer after Baldwin 
became famous, 

“Honey, I knew when Jimmy was 
a little boy. Of course we just 
knew.” 

Two of Baldwin’s early men¬ 
tors were black gay men — the 
poet Countee Cullen, who taught 
him in high school; and Beauford 
Delaney, a painter whom Baldwin 
met in 1940. For many years De¬ 
laney was the most important 
person in Baldwin’s life. Delaney 
introduced him to music, art, and 
literature, as well as to the gay 
artistic circles of Manhattan. 
Whether or not he also intro¬ 
duced him to sex, Baldwin never 
said. After his informal education 
with Delaney, Baldwin noted, 
“Then I could really write.” 

Living in Greenwich Village in 
the 1940s and working odd jobs, 
Baldwin launched his writing ca¬ 
reer, distinguishing himself as a 
critic and commentator for such 
publications as The Nation, Com -

mentary, and The Partisan Review. 
To his disappointment, Baldwin 
found that even in the supposed¬ 
ly “bohemian” and “free-think¬ 
ing” Village, the fact that he was 
both black and queer made him a 
frequent target of harassment. In 
1948, sick of American racism 
and homophobia and with just 

$40 to his name, Baldwin 
moved to Paris to start over. 
“It wasn’t so much a matter 
of choosing France,” he 
later told an interviewer, “as 
it was a matter of getting 
out of America.” 

In doing so, Baldwin 
joined a long of line 
of expatriate queer 
American literati, 
such as Natalie Bar¬ 
ney and Gertrude Stein, who 
found France a more welcome 
home for their literary and per¬ 
sonal pursuits. 

In Paris, Baldwin met “all 
kinds of very different people,” in¬ 
cluding Lucien Happersberger, a 
young Swiss who became his great 
love and lifelong friend. “I starved 
in Paris for a while,” Baldwin 
wrote in later years, but he learned 
that he could find love — a goal 
he had found elusive in the Unit¬ 
ed States. Happersberger, howev¬ 
er eager to sample the joys of gay 
sex with his friend, didn’t share 
Baldwin’s dream of romantic love 
between men. Happersberger 
eventually married a woman and 
had a son whom he, ironically, 
named James. 

Unrequited love makes good 
material, and the experience with 
Happersberger inspired Baldwin 
creatively. His second novel, Gio¬ 


vanni’s Room (1956), was a por¬ 
trait of gay male love and aban¬ 
donment that repulsed both his 
editor, who rejected the manu¬ 
script, and his agent, who advised 
him to burn it. It wasn’t that the 
novel was sexually explicit, which 
it wasn’t, but that Baldwin dared 
to consider a gay relationship an 
acceptable topic for fiction. The 
other shocker was that Baldwin’s 
narrator was white at a time when 
such racial lines were rarely 
crossed. The novel eventually 
found a publisher in England and 
then in the United States. Despite 
all the barriers, Giovanni’s Room 
was hailed by critics in this coun¬ 
try as a masterpiece. 

Baldwin went on to write three 
more novels with gay or bisexual 
main characters. Another Country 
(1961), a bestseller, put forth the 
credo of Baldwin’s life and career, 
that love can’t be restricted by race 
or gender. Tell Me How Long the 
Train’s Been Gone (1968) and Just 
Above My Head (1979) also de¬ 
picted gay relationships in a com¬ 
plex, sympathetic, and unapolo- 
getic way, foreshadowing the work 
of today’s out gay novelists. 

After his death from a stroke, 
Baldwin’s body was brought back 
to New York for a star-studded fu¬ 
neral attended by 5,000 people. A 
tribute from his family, printed in 
a pamphlet and distributed 
among the mourners, recalled 
Baldwin’s membership in “the so¬ 
ciety of the human heart.” That 
euphemism is evocative of some 
of the other non-labels the writer 
used for his sexuality during his 
lifetime. Despite the positive 
queer content of his novels, Bald¬ 
win consistently rejected both the 
labels “gay” and “bisexual.” He 
and his lovers, he told a reporter 
in 1984, were simply people who 
“moved in the world.” Although 
he lived long enough to witness 
the many gains of the gay libera¬ 
tion movement, he took no part 
in it and maintained until the end 
of his life that his sexuality was no 
one’s business but his own and 
God’s. ▼

East Bay marks 
World AIDS Day

If " | oliticians, poets, ministers, 
activists, and many others 
1 joined together in front of 
the Federal Building in Oakland 
on Monday evening, December 
1st, to honor World AIDS Day. 
The event was organized by ACT 
UP/East Bay. 

A major theme of the speakers 
was a call upon President Clinton 
and Governor Wilson to change 
their support of bans on needle 
exchange. Needle exchange was 
supported in statements from 
Congressman Ron Dellums office 
and speeches by Alameda County 
Supervisor Keith Carson, Kay 
McVay from the California Nurs¬ 
es Association, and numerous 
needle exchange activists. 

“Governor Wilson is a Nean¬ 
derthal,” said Oakland city council 
member Nate Miley, in reference 
to the governor’s vetoes of pro¬ 
needle exchange legislation. “He’s 
living in the Stone Age.” 

“I usually don’t disagree with 
Nate,” responded Miley’s council 
colleague John Russo. “Its unfair 
to compare Wilson with a Nean¬ 
derthal ... some of my best 
friends are Neanderthals.” 

Miley and Russo were among 
four Oakland council members 
who participated in needle ex¬ 
change in 1995 to publicize the 
program and urge the police de¬ 
partment to give low priority to 
arresting the needle exchange vol¬ 
unteers. 

“Needle exchange stops AIDS,” 
proclaimed Gerald Lenoir, former 
director of the Black Coalition on 
AIDS and co-founder of Oak¬ 
land’s needle exchange. This mes¬ 
sage was echoed by numerous 
speakers. 

“A million needles have been 
exchanged this year in the East 
Bay,” John Iversen of ACT UP/East 
Bay told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“It’s time for Oakland to find 


support for its exchange,” Iversen 
said. Three quarters of a million 
needles are exchanged in Oakland 
each year. 

The city of Oakland does not 
financially support its needle ex¬ 
change with public funds, while 
the city of Berkeley does. Surpris¬ 
ingly, no official representative 
from Berkeley’s city council was 
present. 

Iversen presented ACT 
UP/East Bay’s annual AC- 
TION=LIFE Award to the Berke¬ 
ley Gray Panthers, for their con¬ 
sistent support of AIDS activism. 
Previous award recipients were 
Jeff Getty in 1995 for his under¬ 
going a baboon bone marrow 
transplant, and Scott Halem in 
1996 for his work with needle ex¬ 
changes. 


Reverend Mark Wilson, pastor 
of McGee Baptist Church and 
vice-chair of the HIV Interfaith 
Council of the East Bay, spoke 
about the difficulty in finding 
hope in the midst of AIDS. He 
found that hope in the diversity of 
the vigil. 

“Look at who came together 
tonight,” Wilson said. “When was 
the last time you saw a black Bap¬ 
tist preacher at an ACT UP rally?” 

“Unless we find a way to live 
together, we’ll die together as 
fools,” Wilson added. 

Poet Joy Holland from Black 
Poets with Attitude had the 
strongest vision of hope. Lament¬ 
ing the loss of “strangers we will 
never know,” Holland remarked 
that “only those die who are not 
remembered.” ▼

money and are not taking money. 
They [Gay Men’s Chorus] are giv¬ 
ing United credibility in the com¬ 
munity,” said Geoff Kors, chair of 
the club’s legislative committee. 
The Milk Club conceived and 
wrote the original legislation for 
the domestic partner benefits or¬ 
dinance in May 1996. 

The club has urged the gay 
community to “use our economic 
clout to end the homophobic be¬ 


havior of United,” as Milk Club 
President Jeff Sheehy and Kors 
wrote in an opinion piece pub¬ 
lished in the B.A.R. last Septem¬ 
ber. “Instead of spending money 
on equal benefits, United set out 
on an expensive public relations 
campaign. They hired gay politi¬ 
co David Mixner and William 
Waybourne, formerly of the Vic¬ 
tory Fund, to try and convince the 
community that United is gay- 
friendly.” 

On Tuesday, November 25, 
Milk Club members unanimously 
passed a resolution calling on the 


chorus to return the funds and re¬ 
move the company’s name from 
all advertising and promotional 
materials. The nonbinding resolu¬ 
tion will be forwarded to the Gay 
Men’s Chorus in the form of a let¬ 
ter. 

“And we’ll remind the Gay 
Men’s Chorus that they were 
booed loudly at the last concert,” 
said Sheehy.

UNAIDS director 
praises UCSF’s new 
AIDS Research Institute

j|| early 50 existing HIV/ 
AIDS research programs 
$ '' and over 400 AIDS scien¬ 
tists are now organized under the 
umbrella of the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, San Francisco’s new AIDS 
Research Institute (ARI). The fa¬ 
cility was inaugurated Monday, 
December 1, World AIDS Day, in 
a public event that featured scien¬ 
tific presentations, an appearance 
by Mayor Willie Brown, and a 
keynote address by Dr. Peter Piot, 
executive director of UNAIDS, 
the joint United Nations Pro¬ 
gramme on HIV/AIDS. 

Piot, who started out the day 
in Washington, DC, flew to San 
Francisco Monday afternoon to 
give his speech. 

The ARI, under the direction 
of Dr. Thomas Coates, is an orga¬ 
nized, coordinated, and interdis¬ 
ciplinary effort focused on defeat¬ 
ing HIV. The institute builds on 
the university’s history of achieve¬ 
ment, including co-discovery of 
the AIDS virus, pioneering work 
on antiviral therapies, and com¬ 
munity prevention programs. It is 
this history that Piot said the ARI 
will continue to foster through its 
research work. 

“San Francisco is seen around 
the world as a model for HIV pre¬ 
vention and care,” said Piot. 
“What I’m also impressed with is 
that scientific practice and policy 
go hand-in-hand more than any¬ 
where else.” 

Piot, a Belgian-born physician, 
discovered the Ebola virus while 
in Zaire in 1976 and is one of the 
original AIDS researchers in 
Africa. UNAIDS is a group of six 
UN agencies that was formed in 
January 1996. Its mission, as the 
main advocate for global action 
on HIV/AIDS, is to lead, strength¬ 
en, and support an expanded re¬ 
sponse aimed at preventing the 
transmission of HIV, providing 
care and support, and doing other 
work to alleviate the impact of the 
epidemic. 

Piot said the situations in 
other countries, particularly in 
Africa, are dire. “There are 30 mil¬ 


lion people living with HIV, and 
90 percent are living in a develop¬ 
ing country — 20 million in 
Africa,” Piot said. “Try to imagine 
one out of 12 adults infected with 
HIV [in Africa], and one out of 
100 people infected with HIV 
worldwide. 

“That’s the sad situation in the 
world, but there is also hope,” Piot 
said. “HIV transmission is defi¬ 
nitely going on at a lower rate. 
There’s hope also in the develop¬ 
ing world. Uganda has been suc¬ 
cessful in bringing down the 
number of new infections.” 

Gains through education 

Piot was critical of the absti¬ 
nence-only model of sex educa¬ 
tion in schools, saying such an ap¬ 
proach is unrealistic. In an earlier 
presentation, Chris Collins, a pol¬ 
icy analyst with UCSF’s Center for 
AIDS Prevention Studies (CAPS), 
also denounced that approach, 
saying there is not one peer review 
of the abstinence-only program. 

“The big challenge for all of us 
is to convince [others] there is lit¬ 
tle to lose and lots to gain by edu¬ 
cation,” said Piot. 

Coates, who is a professor of 
medicine, epidemiology, and bio¬ 
statistics at UCSF in addition to 
serving as director of the ARI and 


CAPS programs, said the ARI is 
essentially an institute without 
walls. It will provide both finan¬ 
cial and practical support for a 
broad range of initiatives, includ¬ 
ing vaccine research, development 
of new therapies, studies of trans¬ 
mission dynamics, prevention sci¬ 
ence, AIDS policy and ethics re¬ 
search, a new clinical virology and 
immunology lab, and interna¬ 
tional and community studies. 

Researchers will meet and plan 
multidisciplinary studies. “We 
think that to remain one step 
ahead of the virus, we need to 
motivate our scientists to go be¬ 
yond the cutting edge — to be in¬ 
novative, to take the risk, and to 
join together in these efforts,” said 
Coates. 

The institute was created upon 
the recommendation of a task 
force appointed more than a year 
ago by Dr. Haile T. Debas, dean of 
the UCSF School of Medicine. V

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Lambda Letters reaches 
200,000 letter milestone

I n an age when it appears that 
much of the gay and lesbian 
organizational infrastructure is 
crumbling, the Sacramento-based 
Lambda Letters Project is flour¬ 
ishing. Organized in 1988, the 501 
(c)(4) organization has consis¬ 
tently sent monthly letters ad¬ 
dressed to government officials to 
its 800-member list for their sig¬ 
natures. 

The organization is the brain¬ 
child of Boyce Hinman and Larry 


Beaty, who have shepherded the 
project through many years, al¬ 
ways prioritizing money and en¬ 
ergy for the letters project first. 
The couple celebrated their an¬ 
niversary two weekends ago, hav¬ 
ing been together for 27 years. 
Typically for the busy couple, 
Beaty spent the day in Sacramen¬ 
to while Hinman was attending 
the Creating Change Conference 
in San Diego. 

The couple have lived in their 
home on Silverton Way in Sacra¬ 
mento’s Carmichael area since 
1980. They survived four years of 


intense harassment by neighbor¬ 
hood teenagers, who vandalized 
their home and made threatening 
telephone calls. Hinman recalls 
that at the time the term “hate 
crime” was rarely used, and cer¬ 
tainly not in the context of pro¬ 
tecting gays and lesbians. 

“Our dining room window 
was broken five times, a fire was 
set on our doorstep, messages 
were left on the garage and the 
front door,” he told the B.A.R. “It 
was obvious to us that it was peo¬ 
ple who could observe our move¬ 
ments and our house. We received

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50 calls in one month alone. We 
had mixed support from the Sher¬ 
iff’s Department at that time, but 
one officer took pity on us and 
told us about a phone trap, and 
that’s how we were able to find 
out about at least one of them 
who was doing it. It was a teenage 
boy, he was prosecuted and re¬ 
ceived just a slap on the hand — 
but apparently it was enough to 
get it to stop. 

“It went on for four years, but 
we outlasted them. All of the fam¬ 
ilies which were involved are 
gone, and we’re still here. 

“Something like that sure rais¬ 
es your consciousness about the 
kinds of protections that [still] 
need to be put in place for our 
communities.” 

From committee to 
corporation 

Today, Hinman and Beaty and 
a dedicated board and volunteers 
labor over legislative issues like 
HIV/AIDS; lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender concerns; people 
of color and women’s issues, pro¬ 
viding a letter packet and a 
newsletter to 800 members in 40 
California counties. “When we 
created the committee, we didn’t 
expect it to grow into a corpora¬ 
tion,” Hinman said, “but demon¬ 
strations on the Capitol steps just 
weren’t producing substantial re¬ 
sults. Now we create, collect, and 
deliver around 40,000 letters a 
year to legislators on issues that 
affect marginalized communities.

“To try and push someone 
from this community and not 
give them an out... you’ve got to 
be sensitive,” said Radulovich, re¬ 
ferring to the debate-turned- 
shouting match at last week’s 
board meeting.

Oakland candidates face 
queer queries at forum

IPl ormer California Governor 
Jerry Brown faced his 
fi “moonbeam” image head- 
on Friday, November 21, when he 
joined three of the other candi¬ 
dates for mayor of Oakland at a 
forum hosted by the gay group 
Black Men’s Exchange (BMX). 
Over 100 people attended the 
event in downtown Oakland, 
which focused on queer issues 
and HIV/AIDS services in the city 
across the bay. 

The election isn’t until June 
1998, but four of the five candi¬ 
dates took advantage of BMX’s 
early jump to speak. Current 
Mayor Elihu Harris is not expect¬ 
ed to seek reelection. In addition 
to Brown, the others who attend¬ 
ed were former City Council 
member Leo Brazille, Oakland 
businesswoman Audrey Rice- 
Oliver, and University of Califor¬ 
nia, Berkeley Professor Edward 
Blakely. All gave information 
about their qualifications before 
taking questions from the audi¬ 
ence. The fifth candidate, City 
Council member Ignacio De La 
Fuentes, did not attend. 

California’s former chief exec¬ 
utive brought up the “moon¬ 
beam” issue — when he was gov¬ 
ernor, he got the nickname from 
a Chicago journalist. “You think I 
got that by getting along and 
going along? I got that name be¬ 
cause I was innovative. I was the 
first governor in California to ap¬ 
point gay and lesbian people... I 
appointed two gay people to the 
[University of California] Board 
of Regents,” said Brown, who 
along with Rice-Oliver noted that 
earlier Friday, the regents ap¬ 
proved domestic partner benefits. 
“I appointed the first open gay 
and lesbian judges to municipal 
and superior courts. In the 1970s, 
that was very unusual.” 

Rice-Oliver, the only declared 
woman candidate so far, said that 
she knows about being homeless 
after losing her home in the 1991 
Oakland Hills Fire, and rebuild¬ 
ing. She also started a business, 
Integrated Business Solutions,. 
Inc., a multimillion-dollar high- 
tech computer consulting compa¬ 
ny that has nearly 100 employees. 
On more than one occasion, she 
cited the need for new leadership 
in Oakland, a jab at Brazille, who 


served as a council member from 
1983-1992. 

Brazille said his commitment to 
the city is demonstrated not only 
by his tenure on the council, but by 
the fact that he’s lived in Oakland 
all but two of his 53 years. “I get 
very angry at those who say noth¬ 
ing’s been done in Oakland,” he 
said, adding that the race comes 
down to “longevity versus celebri¬ 
ty,” a not-so-subtle swipe at 
Brown, who has the most name 
recognition of any candidate. 

Blakely, a 25-year resident of 
Oakland, told the audience he 
thinks Oakland should celebrate 
that it “is the most diverse city in 
the United States.” The college 
professor went on to say that one 
of the most important things for 
the city to do is creating “jobs that 
fit the people in Oakland.” 

Queer inclusion promised 

All of the candidates pledged 
to support the appointment of 
more African-American queers to 
various city or county boards that 
the mayor has a hand in filling. 
Because Oakland’s form of gov¬ 
ernment is a city-manager style, 
the mayor actually has much less 
power than in other cities, such as 
San Francisco. 

“I’m not interested in who you 
live with or who you sleep with. 
You need to think. If you live here 
in Oakland, it’s good enough for 
me,” Brazille said. 

Said Brown, “I would consult 
with you. I have the record of in¬ 
cluding gays and lesbians.” 

Blakely said he’s had openly 
gay staff people for many years 
and would continue to work to 
“make some breakthroughs.” 
Rice-Oliver said she would seek 
inclusion and equal opportunity 
regarding appointing gay and les¬ 


bians, as well as other minorities 
and women. 

Housing, particularly for peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS, was 
brought up as a big concern from 
members of the audience. The 
Oakland Housing Authority was 
criticized; Brazille used to run the 
agency and said he’s well aware of 
the issues there. Rice-Oliver called 
for “accountability at every level 
of government.” 

Referring to her experience 
after the Oakland Hills fire, she 
said the “one-stop” center set up 
for fire victims shouldn’t be 
something that is just around in 
times of emergency, adding, 
“We’ve been here a whole lot of 
years, and nothing’s changed yet.” 

Brown pointed to the Oakland 
Raiders financial fiasco as an ex¬ 
ample of how city money could 
have been spent to develop af¬ 
fordable housing or other vital 
services. He drew laughs from the 
audience when he said, “Before 
the Raiders deal was singed, 
someone should have said, ‘I’m 
going to read that.’” 

Rice-Oliver said that to date, 
the city of Oakland has spent $5.2 
million in legal fees over the 
Raiders deal and sign-naming dis¬ 
pute at the Oakland Coliseum. 
“I’d like to have taken a million of 
that and given it to AMASSI [a 
program of BMX]. I’d like to have 
taken a million of that and given 
to education,” she said. 

Brazille was asked whether he 
would work with police to repeal 
an old city law that bars some 
businesses from being open after 
hours, effectively preventing gay 
clubs from opening. Initially he 
didn’t directly answer the ques¬ 
tion, but after being asked again, 
he said he would support such a 
move. ▼

; j embers of the LYRIC 
women’s soccer team say 
■i. they have been excluded 
from participating in tournaments 
with the Golden Gate Women’s Soc¬ 
cer League (GGWSL) because some 
of their members are transgender. 

LYRIC (Lavender Youth Recre¬ 
ation & Information Center) is an 
organization providing a variety 
of resources and activities for les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, transgender, 
and questioning youth under the 
age of 24. The soccer team is part 
of the Young Women’s Program, 
and is open to all LYRIC partici¬ 
pants who identify as women, in¬ 
cluding transgenders. 

GGWSL is a group of Bay Area 
teams from Alameda, Marin, and 
San Francisco counties. According 
to LYRIC’s Young Women’s Pro¬ 
gram Coordinator Rebecca de 
Guzman, LYRIC approached the 
league in June 1997 to get infor¬ 
mation about joining. De Guz¬ 
man inquired about GGWSL’s 
transgender policy, and was told it 
had no policy. 

LYRIC representatives were in¬ 
vited to attend the GGWSL board 
meeting in August and present in¬ 
formation.

lowed to speak at that meeting 
aside from speaking briefly with 
board members outside and be¬ 
fore the meeting. 

Representatives at the board 
meeting displayed what de Guz¬ 
man called a “preoccupation with 
gender,” concentrating on hor¬ 
mones, body mass, and strength. 
One board member even asked to 
see any transgenders under ques¬ 
tion, to see if she could determine 
their gender. 

In early August, GGWSL in¬ 
formed LYRIC that transgenders 


ment for questioning youth, de 
Guzman told the B.A.R. “We don’t 
know how many transgenders we 
have,” she said. “Everything’s sort 
of self-defining.

were not allowed to participate in 
league events. They did not specify 
whether they would bar only male- 
to-female transgenders, or would 
exclude female-to-males as well. 

LYRIC has decided not to play 
under such conditions. Several 
members submitted a letter to the 
league’s division participants in 
the hopes of beginning a dialogue 
about the issue. However, the 
LYRIC members who wrote 
GGWSL with their reasons for 
not participating have not heard 
from the league since then. 

Jesse Bachrach, 21, who serves 
as the would-be coach for the 
LYRIC team, played soccer for 
years and in college. “We opened 
the invitation for [GGWSL] to 
start a dialogue about it,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “But at this 
point, I don’t think they’re even 
thinking about it.” 

ID as TG? OK! 

As a service agency, LYRIC 
provides a welcoming environ- 


and transgender. I think it’s funny 
that they have no problem with 
masculine women.” 

De Guzman told the B.A.R. 
that “some of the transgender ac¬ 
tivists who are older have shown 
a lot of support,” but also said 
“there are a lot of people who 
should be behind us but won’t 
be,” particularly in the women’s 
movement. 

“As a dyke, there are a lot of 
taboos of sports that you’re not 
supposed to talk about,” she said. 
“There are a lot of lesbians in the 
league. Whether it’s talked about or 
not, a good percentage are lesbians.” 

Unfortunately, because dis¬ 
crimination against transgenders 
is only illegal in housing and city 
employment in San Francisco, “at 
this point we’re stuck with no re¬ 
course,” de Guzman admitted.

Transgender youth 
program to open 
at LYRIC Sunday

IH s if growing up lesbian or 

M gay isn’t hard enough, being 
a transgender or gender¬ 
questioning youth in America is 
doubly difficult. Society in gener¬ 
al, and even the gay/lesbian com¬ 
munity, provides precious little 
recognition of or services for 
young people struggling with gen¬ 
der identity issues. 

For those fortunate enough to 
live in San Francisco, however, a 
new support program now affords 
young people an opportunity to get 
together and explore the bound¬ 
aries of gender, to help understand 
what crossing those lines entails. 

The program, called 
“Changeling,” is the latest offering 
from LYRIC, the Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information Cen¬ 


ter, which organizes activities and 
provides a safe space for lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender, and 
questioning youth 23 and under. 

“LYRIC is very excited about 
the creation of Changeling be¬ 
cause it will provide a peer-sup- 
port network and access to other 
young people who are dealing 
with similar struggles,” says 
Melinda Capiraso, the interim ex¬ 
ecutive director of LYRIC. The 
program fills a void in the queer 
community in which countless 
young people have been left to 
fend for themselves. 

“Our community until now 
has fit uncomfortably into adult 
spaces and is just barely sustained 
by friendship networks,” said Zak 
Sinclair, a transgender youth.

Life Lobby places transgender protection at top of agenda

I ,,' hile gay and lesbian ac¬ 
tivists elsewhere are argu- 
' ing over whether trans¬ 
gender people are even to be in¬ 
cluded in the lesbian, gay and bi¬ 
sexual community, hate crimes 
against transgendered people was 
the issue that received the most 
votes of support from delegates to 
the November quarterly meeting 
of the LIFE Lobby. 

The vote makes passage of 
planned legislation to add gender 
identity presentation’ to Califor¬ 
nia’s hate crimes laws a top prior¬ 
ity for the group in 1998. The 
LIFE Lobby is the state’s largest 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgen¬ 
dered and HIV lobbying group. 

The unexpected level of sup¬ 
port was announced by LIFE 
Lobby legislative advocate Ellen 
McCormick to a group of trans¬ 
gender rights advocates who met 
on Sunday, November 23 in San 
Francisco to discuss strategy and 
language for the bill. 

After McCormick gave an 
overview of the history of legisla¬ 


tion regarding sexual orientation, 
meeting attendees agreed that en¬ 
actment of a state hate crimes bill 
was the best first step for protect¬ 
ing transgender rights in Califor¬ 
nia. The evening centered around 
the difficult task of choosing def¬ 
initions which are both inclusive 
of all of the segments of the trans¬ 
gender community, and yet po¬ 
tentially acceptable to the legisla¬ 
ture. 

Similar meetings have been 
held with McCormick in San 
Diego and Los Angeles. 

This marks a significant ad¬ 
vance for San Francisco delegates 
to the LIFE Lobby, who have been 
promoting transgender rights for 
several years, several of whom at¬ 
tended the strategy session. Mc¬ 
Cormick credited former state 
senator Milton Marks’ unsuccess¬ 
ful transgender civil rights bill last 
year with inspiring her to believe 
that transgender rights legislation 
should be introduced in Sacra¬ 
mento. T

my life. I’ve faced it all: isolation, 
harassment, job discrimination, 
and alienation.” 

Taking such burdens off young 
people’s shoulders is Changeling’s 
primary goal. According to 
LYRIC, Changeling is one of the 
first attempts anywhere to help 
youth grapple with questions 
about their gender. Because com¬ 
ing out as transgender often in¬ 
volves first addressing sexual ori¬ 
entation or other issues, 
Changeling promises to be open 
to all those 25 and under no mat¬ 


ter at what stage of gender-bend¬ 
ing they are. Participants may be 
cross-dressers, transgender-iden- 
tified, or those who in anyway feel 
inclined to blur, challenge, or 
question mainstream gender roles 
and identities. 

“Changeling is a much needed 
space,” says Sinclair, “and I’m hon¬ 
ored to be a part of it.” ▼

Queer kids gain access 
to free legal help 


by Mark Mardon 


I t’s not easy being a penniless 
young queer, especially when 
the legal system knocks you 
around, or when others do and 
you need the system on your side. 
That’s why the creation of a new 
legal services program especially 
designed to aid low-income queer 
youth in San Francisco will glad¬ 
den more than a few young hearts. 

In San Francisco, as elsewhere 
in the country, low-income chil¬ 
dren and youth who happen to be 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender, 
or “questioning” (those common¬ 
ly, collectively, and affirmatively 
referred to nowadays as “queer”) 
are among the populations most 
in need of legal assistance to help 
stabilize their lives. 

According to statistics com¬ 
piled last year by the San Francis¬ 
co Human Rights Commission: 

• Twenty-six percent of all kids 
in this category are forced out of 
their homes because of conflicts 
over their sexual orientation or 
gender identity; 

• Forty-five percent of all gay 
males and 20 percent of all les¬ 
bians experience verbal or physi¬ 
cal assault in high school, result¬ 
ing in 28 percent of them drop¬ 
ping out; 

• Up to half of all gay and bi¬ 
sexual males forced out of their 
homes turn to prostitution to 
support themselves, greatly in¬ 
creasing their risk of HIV infec¬ 
tion; 

• Queer youth are two to three 
times more likely than their 
straight peers to attempt suicide. 
Up to 30 percent of completed 
young suicides are committed by 


queer youth. 

Clearly this sobering data indi¬ 
cates a population at high risk, 
one sorely in need of adult legal 
counseling to help them navigate 
through rocky shoals of child¬ 
hood and adolescence. 

To this end, a long-established 
nonprofit law firm in San Francis¬ 
co, Legal Services for Children 
(LSC), has announced the cre¬ 
ation of a special program de¬ 
signed especially for young 
queers. It will conduct “Know 
Your Rights” training for youth in 
schools, shelters, and community- 
based organizations, and provide 
legal services aimed at getting 
queer kids necessary shelter, edu¬ 
cation, and support. 

Youth Access Project, as the 
program for queer youth is called, 
is part of LSC’s comprehensive ef¬ 
forts to provide free direct legal 
and related social services to poor 
children and youth in the San 
Francisco Bay Area, which have 


served more than 40,000 clients 
since 1975 (without special regard 
to their sexual orientation or gen¬ 
der identity). The project’s attor¬ 
ney/social worker teams work 
with vulnerable kids to give them 
a voice in crucial decisions about 
their lives. 

Among the legal knots queer 
kids may need Youth Access Pro¬ 
ject’s help in untangling are mat¬ 
ters of dependencies, delinquen¬ 
cies, status offenses, guardian¬ 
ships, emancipations, restraining 
orders, hearings arising out of 
school discipline, public benefits, 
immigration, special education, 
and other cases not easily catego¬ 
rized. ▼

A fter being relatively inactive

psychotherapists and to provide a 
toll-free referral line for people in¬ 
terested in seeking counseling ser¬ 
vices. Merle Yost, an Oakland psy¬ 
chotherapist, took the lead in re¬ 
tooling GAYLESTA; several years 
ago, Yost was one of the founders 
of the East Bay Business and Pro¬ 
fessional Alliance and he used that 
experience in reforming the psy¬ 
chotherapist association that was 
started in 1988 to serve as a social 
group for mental health workers. 

This Sunday, December 7, 
GAYLESTA will host a holiday 
brunch in San Francisco for 
members, partners, and guests. 
Yost said there will be an organi¬ 
zational update, and the new 
board members will be intro¬ 
duced; they are Thomas Kelem, 
president; Yost, vice president; E.J. 
Koch, secretary; Jef Inslee, trea¬ 
surer; and Ralph Notor, member 
at large. 

At its height in the late 1980s 
and early 1990s, there were 200 
members in the unincorporated 
association, said Yost. In the newly 
incorporated organization, there 
are now nearly 150 members. 
“They are from all over the Bay 
Area, from Capitola and Santa 
Cruz to all of the East Bay, San 
Francisco, the Peninsula, and 
Marin,” Yost told the B.A.R. “Part 
of our mission is making us more 
visible.”

Yost said part of the reason 
GAYLESTA got going again was to 
help the public by providing time¬ 
ly and appropriate referrals to 
people when they request a gay, 
lesbian, or bisexual-identified per¬ 
son.

Superior Court Judge Ann 
Bouilane issued the no-bail fugi¬ 
tive warrant for his arrest after 
he failed to appear in court on 
November 18. 

The Loma Linda Medical 
School graduate, who allegedly 
suffers from an HIV-related con¬ 
dition, had been free on $75,000 
bail in the case pending trial. His 
attorney had claimed Freeman 
had been too ill to travel to San 
Francisco from his current Santa 
Barbara, California residence to 
stand trial on the charges. 

Freeman, who had recently 
been evicted from his previous 
Santa Barbara residence, was ar¬ 
rested in the converted 78 Dodge 
motorvan he had been living in 
for about three weeks, Yee said. 

Freeman offered no resistance 
when police arrested him and was 
coherent and did not appear ema¬ 
ciated or frail, Yee said. 

“He appeared perfectly fine. 
He was walking and talking and 
had been shopping, and had re¬ 
ceipts from several local markets, 
and had been visiting a friend in 
the local county jail,” Yee said. 

Freeman was under investiga¬ 
tion by Santa Barbara law en¬ 


forcement officials for writing 
thousands of dollars of bad 
checks to area businesses at the 
time of his arrest on the attempt¬ 
ed homicide charges. 

Sex and drugs 

Mondelli testified at a prelimi¬ 
nary hearing last October that he 
first met Freeman while he was an 
in-patient at a psychiatric unit at 
San Francisco General Hospital in 
February 1994. 

Mondelli had sought assis¬ 
tance from the facility because he 
was suffering from acute depres¬ 
sion and was battling metham- 
phetamine drug abuse. 

Mondelli testified in open 
court that Freeman had initiated 
a sexual relationship with him 
and prescribed and shared am¬ 
phetamine-like drugs, despite 
Mondelli’s dual diagnosis of men¬ 
tal health and substance abuse 
problems, and then later tried to 
kill Mondelli so that his criminal 
activity would not be exposed. 

Freeman, who faces life im¬ 
prisonment if convicted on the 
charges, will be returned to San 
Francisco by police investigators 
and will appear in Superior Court 
in mid-December on the warrant. 
A trial date and a new bail on the 
attempted charges will be set at 
that time. ▼

rich lost their seats by a 13-10 
vote. 

Twenty six voting members at¬ 
tended the general membership 
meeting where the vote was taken, 
but according to Pride Commit¬ 
tee Chair Debra Oakley-Melvin, 
lawyers say the non-profit corpo¬ 
ration’s effort violated the group’s 
longstanding by-laws. 

“The board is under legal duty 
to ensure that its procedures and 
elections are conducted and that 
means in compliance with our by¬ 
laws,” Oakley-Melvin said in a 
press statement. “It’s in everyone’s 
interests that where doubt exists 
that we obtain proper legal advice. 
We did so, and the majority of the 
board felt constrained to take ac¬ 
tion. To ignore the complaints of 
members and legal advice would 
be incorrect. 

“The will of the General Mem¬ 
bership must be respected, and to 
that end, all .co-chairs will have 
the opportunity to stand again at 
the December 14th meeting,” she 
said. “All interested parties are en¬ 
couraged to attend.” 

Oakley-Melvin told the Bay 
Area Reporter that she was “called 
down” for holding the election, 
and said that two of the proposed 
candidates hadn’t made it to the 
meeting. The controversial No¬ 
vember 16 vote was by secret bal¬ 
lot. 

According to the group’s by¬ 


laws, all subcommittee co-chairs 
must be elected by the commit¬ 
tees they serve; the Pride Com¬ 
mittee’s general membership can 
only ratify the vote - but not elect 
the co-chairs. 

Although Oakley-Melvin said 
the board’s decision was based on 
consultation with attorneys from 
Silk, Adler and Colvin, a firm spe¬ 
cializing in non-profit law, Ellis 
circulated a letter from his attor¬ 
ney Tom Lantz, who disagreed 
and implied that legal action may 
be pending over the disputed 
vote. 

“It stinks,” Ellis supporter 
Gilbert Baker said of the im¬ 
broglio. 

“They didn’t get their own 
way. People want a change.” 

Baker told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the vote in which 
Beasley and others sub-commit¬ 
tee chairs lost was really about the 
direction of the parade’s enter¬ 
tainment choices and style. 

In addition to requiring the 
subcommittees to meet to re-elect 
co-chairs for ratification at the 
Sunday, December 14 Pride Cele¬ 
bration’s general membership 
meeting, Oakley-Melvin said the 
group would adopt other require¬ 
ments forwarded by the group’s 
legal advisers. Those include the 
official calendaring and minute¬ 
keeping of all meetings of parade 
bodies. ▼

From 1978 
through 1981 he served under Kurt 
Herbert Adler as San Francisco Opera’s 
artistic assistant and musical adminis¬ 
trator, conducting performances of 
Spring Opera Theater, Brown Bag 
Opera and the Opera Guild’s “Fol-de- 
Rol.” 

Miner’s conducting work included 
appearances with the Caramoor Festi¬ 
val, Bel Canto Opera in New York, the 
Buffalo Philharmonic, the National 
Symphony Orchestra and Providence 
Opera Theater. His work in musical the¬ 
ater included three Broadway produc¬ 
tions: Sweeney Todd, Evita and the 1983 
Radio City Music Hall revival of Porgy 
and Bess. From 1987 through 1991 he 
was associated with the Joffrey Ballet, 
conducting such works as the John 
Cranko version of Prokofiev’s Romeo 
and Juliet, Copland’s Billy the Kid, and 
the company’s reconstructions of Dhi- 
agilev productions such as the original 
Nijinsky Rite of Spring and Afternoon of 
a Fawn and the Picasso-designed 
Parade. As music director of the Sacra¬ 
mento Ballet in 1993 and 1994, he led 
numerous productions, including Sleep¬ 
ing Beauty, The Nutcracker, Giselle, Cop- 
pelia, Cinderella and Carmina Burana.

avid E. Bell, a leader in San 
Francisco’s lesbian and gay 
community, died Saturday, 
November 29, in Honolulu, 
Hawaii, apparently from compli¬ 
cations of pancreatitis, perhaps 
caused by HIV medications, ac¬ 
cording to close friends. While he 
was HIV-positive, Bell, 52, had 
been asymptomatic for 12 years. 
Bell was a prominent fundraiser 
and organizer, volunteering virtu¬ 
ally full-time for many gay and 
lesbian projects. 

A memorial tribute will be 
held next Friday, December 12. 

Bell served as a member of 
both the board of governors and 
board of directors of the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC), the na¬ 


tion’s largest gay political organi¬ 
zation. He received the HRC’s 
Jerry E. Berg Leadership Award in 
1994. Bell led the northern half of 
the California Project, which HRC 
organized to help restore the De¬ 
mocratic majority in the state leg¬ 
islature. 

Locally, Bell was treasurer of 
the AIDS Emergency Fund 
(AEF), co-chair of the Bay Area 
Nonpartisan Alliance, and a 
principal supporter of the James 
C. Hormel Gay and Lesbian 
Center at San Francisco’s New 
Main Library. Bell was also in¬ 
volved with civic affairs; he 
chaired the San Francisco Grand 
Jury, and he was active in vari¬ 
ous political campaigns, includ¬ 
ing those of Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden, and Mayor 
Willie Brown. 

“Personally, David was a man 
of unparalleled charm and per¬ 
suasiveness,” said Migden. “When 
he asked anyone to help support 
one of his favorite causes, no one 
could resist saying ‘yes.’” 

Bell was born October 7,1945 
in Salinas, Kansas. After graduat¬ 
ing as student body president and 
valedictorian of his high school 
class, he attended Stanford Uni¬ 
versity. Following Stanford, he at¬ 
tended Northwestern University’s 
Graduate School of Business. Bell 
worked for Touche Ross’s Chica¬ 
go consulting office before re¬ 
turning to Stanford as assistant

drug that has some anti-HIV ef¬ 
fect and seems to work well in 
combination with some nucleo¬ 
side analogues. Hydroxyurea is 
believed to work by reducing the 
number of real DNA building 
blocks available in the cell, there¬ 
by making it more likely that RT 
will select a dummy. 

An advantage of the nucleo¬ 
side analogues is that it is hard for 
HIV-RT to mutate around them. 
In order for RT to become resis¬ 
tant, it has to be able to reject the 
dummies while still selecting cor¬ 
rect real building blocks. This is a 
difficult change, and RT in fact 
must make a large number of mu¬ 
tations before it is highly resistant 
to most of the nukes. However, 
because the drugs lack potency, 
HIV has many chances to find the 
RT resistance mutations when 
nucleoside analogue drugs are 
taken alone. 

The non-nukes (the 
second class) 

The second class of anti-HIV 
drugs are the non-nucleoside- 
analogue reverse transcriptase in¬ 
hibitors (NNRTIs) nevirapine 
(Viramune), delavirdine (Re- 
scriptor), and DMP-266 (Sustiva). 
These drugs also interfere with 
HIV-RT, but they do so by direct¬ 
ly attaching themselves to the RT 
machine. The available NNRTIs 
attach near the palm of the RT 
hand and prevent the hand from 
closing properly. 

Because of the way they work, 


NNRTIs tend to be extremely po¬ 
tent inhibitors of HIV. They are 
potent in part because they do not 
have to be constructed into DNA- 
dummies and they do not have to 
compete with real DNA building 
blocks. Unfortunately, they also 
tend to be easy for HIV to mutate 
around. Because they attach to RT 
away from the fingers that direct¬ 
ly manipulate the RNA and DNA, 
it is relatively easy for the HIV-RT 
to mutate so that the hand still 
works, but the NNRTIs can no 
longer attach. 

The protease inhibitors 
(the third class) 

The HIV-protease machine is 
smaller and simpler than HIV-RT. 
HIV-protease is 99 amino acids 
long. This machine acts and looks 
like a circular cutting tool. After 
an HIV strand is created in the 
cell nucleus, the strand moves out 
towards the inner cell wall. At the 
cell wall, or after leaving the cell, 
protease passes the strand 
through its center and feels for the 
correct places (called cleavage 
sites) to cut the strand. Once the 
strand is cut correctly, HIV can go 
on to infect another cell. 

The protease inhibitor drugs 
indinavir (Crixivan), nelfinavir 
(Viracept), ritonavir (Norvir), 
and saquinavir (Invirase/Forto- 
vase) all work to jam the protease 
cutting machine. Currently avail¬ 
able drugs attach themselves to 
HIV-protease at similar places,

H| J| ore than two years ago, 
some HIV researchers 
ll W i proposed that the best 
HIV treatment strategy was to si¬ 
multaneously challenge HIV with 
the best available drugs in three 
different classes. Their recom¬ 
mendations made scientific sense 
then and make even more sense 
now. Yet their recommendations 
are still largely ignored. 

Why? Because doctors, com¬ 
munity treatment publications, 
and government agencies get 
most of their HIV treatment data, 
especially regarding new drugs, 
from drug companies. 

Drug companies develop data 
very carefully to support market¬ 
ing their specific drug. Drug com¬ 
panies have no interest in, and do 
not design trials to determine, 
what is the best treatment strategy 
for people with AIDS. As a result, 
current treatment recommenda¬ 
tions continue to follow a mini¬ 
malist treatment strategy of treat¬ 
ing with just two classes of drugs 
in most patients. 

Now more than ever, people 
with HIV need basic knowledge 
of HIV and the three classes of 
anti-HIV drugs so that they can 
make better treatment choices. In 
this column, I will try to give a 
simplified but accurate picture of 
HIV and how currently available 
classes of anti-HIV treatments 
work. 

What is HIV? 

HIV is a bit of genetic infor¬ 
mation, the HIV genome, and a 
very few molecular machines (en¬ 
zymes) that help HIV get inside a 
human cell’s nucleus. Before HIV 
enters a cell, these elements are 
contained in doubled-layered 
coating which is shed as HIV en¬ 
ters the cell. HIV genetic informa¬ 
tion is encoded using the same 
building blocks as human DNA 
and human RNA. The HIV 
genome is extremely small, only 
9,200 base-pairs (represented by 
the letters A, C, T, G and U), cod¬ 
ing about seven genes. The 
human genome, by contrast, is 
about 3 billion base-pairs long, 
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Do you need a safe place to talk... where you are 
not being judged? Come to a free drop-in group 
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drugs - AZT (Retrovir), ddC 
(Hivid), ddl (Videx), d4T (Zerit), 
3tC (Epivir), and the newly avail¬ 
able 1592 (abacavir) - all work by 
interfering with the RT machine. 
They do so by becoming non¬ 
working decoys for the DNA- 
building-blocks that RT uses to 
make pro-virus. Human DNA- 
building-blocks are con¬ 
structed from molecules 
called nucleosides, and 
these five drugs are 
called nucleoside ana¬ 
logues because they are 
dummy nucleosides. 
When RT grabs one of 
these dummy nucleo¬ 
sides, the RT jams 
and can no longer 
make HIV DNA. 

Because of they way they work, 
nucleoside analogues have some 
distinct advantages and disadvan¬ 
tages. A disadvantage is that the 
dummy DNA-building-blocks 
can interfere with making DNA in 
normal human cells. However, 
HIV-RT is more susceptible to 
grabbing a dummy nucleoside 
that is the human machine that 
makes DNA, and most adult cells 
don’t divide much and so don’t 
need to make DNA anyway. 

Another disadvantage of the 
nucleoside analogues is that they 
have to compete for RT’s atten¬ 
tion with normal human DNA 
building blocks which continue to 
be available in the cell. As a result, 
they tend to be not very potent. 
Hydroxyurea is an anti-cancer 


coding more than 100,000 genes. 

Once inside a cell, HIV mostly 
uses the cell’s machinery to make 
more HIV copies. This makes 
HIV difficult to treat. In HIV, as in 
cancer, a person’s own cells pro¬ 
duce the disease, and it is hard to 
kill the disease-causing cells with¬ 
out killing other cells. HIV 
drugs attempt to interfere 
with just those molec¬ 
ular machines that 
are unique to HIV. 

The 13 available and 
soon-to-be available 
anti-HIV drugs attack just 
two HIV molecular ma¬ 
chines: reverse tran¬ 
scriptase and pro¬ 
tease. 

HIV is also diffi¬ 
cult to treat because as HIV be¬ 
comes established in the body, it 
evolves and mutates to colonize 
different tissue compartments 
and cell types. Anti-HIV drugs, 
like other drugs, tend to work dif¬ 
ferently in different cell types. 
Some drugs get into resting white 
blood cells easily, others don’t. 
Some drugs get into the brain eas¬ 
ily, while others don’t. 


Reverse Transcriptase 

Reverse Transcriptase (RT) is 
an enzyme unique to HIV and 
other retroviruses. It is a compli¬ 
cated, three-dimensional machine 
made of about 450 amino acids. 
RT is the largest of HIV’s ma¬ 
chines. Inside an infected cell, RT 
grabs hold of an HIV single¬ 
strand RNA and passes it through 
its “hand,” allowing human DNA- 
building-blocks floating in the cell 
to make a DNA copy of HIV’s 
RNA. RT then uses the first strand 
of DNA to make a mirror image of 
that DNA. This paired HIV DNA 
(also known as pro-virus) eventu¬ 
ally is inserted into the cell’s nu¬ 
cleus to make more HIV copies. 
The RT machine really works 
much like a hand, and chemists 
refer to the different parts of RT as 
the fingers, palm, and thumb.

T he gay and lesbian community has long been segregated. Dis¬ 
abled people always existed, but the gay community focused 
on everything that is beautiful and perfect. Disabled people 
are not always considered as beautiful and perfect. Lydia Zijdel, Co¬ 
ordinator of the Special Needs Sector for Gay Games Amsterdam 
1998, told Friendship Magazine he believes, “This all changed with 
the advent of AIDS. We became buddies, we cared. With the emer¬ 
gence of Rarposi’s Sarcoma, the beauty thing took on a different 
perspective, and we became more open.” 

By “special needs,” Gay Games means those people who are deaf, 
blind, or visually impaired, wheelchair users, amputees using 
crutches, people who are HIV-positive or have AIDS, who have lung 
diseases, or any physical disability or chronic disease. We want these 
athletes and artists with special needs to participate to their utmost 
in Gay Games Amsterdam 1998, and so everything is being done to 
help them do so. While some sports may be less suitable for par¬ 
ticipation, athletes with special needs are expected to take partin 
wheelchair dancing, tennis, track and field, the marathon, martial 
arts, bench press, swimming, and basketball, as well. 

Lydia, herself a wheelchair user, has encountered surprise and 
amazement in her social life as someone who is outspoken and les¬ 
bian, as well. She believes Gay Games will go a long way in chang¬ 
ing these attitudes, especially by the participation of athletes with 
special needs. Lydia: “1 can’t imagine being gay and not laughing. I 
think you mustn’t forget to laugh. 

“I think that if you’re lesbian or gay, and you’re a person with 
special needs, than you have to laugh double in your life.” ▼

Gay window in small town church

i n what may well be a national 
first, the McKinley Presbyter¬ 
ian Church of Champaign, 
Illinois dedicated a gay-themed 
stained glass window newly-in- 
stalled on the church’s east aisle 
last Sunday, November 30th. 

The classic five-by-12-foot 
cathedral arch window depicts, at 
top, a pink triangle set against a 
white Celtic cross and blue back¬ 
ground. Immediately below is an 
abstracted rainbow flag. Farther 
down is, on the left, a red AIDS 
commemorative ribbon, and, on 
the right, the flaming heart sym¬ 
bol of the compassionate Jesus. 
Still farther down are two peace¬ 
ful landscape panels that pick up 
the feel and palette of a Tiffany 
Studios pastoral window farther 
along the aisle. 

At mid-window left are two 
male hands in a passionate clasp 
and, on the right, two female 
hands lightly hold each other. In 
turn, each couple’s hands are em¬ 
braced by a pair of hands repre¬ 
senting, according to Pastor Char¬ 


lie Sweitzer, either the congrega¬ 
tion or God. 

A scroll on the left quotes 
Galatians 3:28, “In Christ there is 
neither Jew nor Gentile, slave nor 
free, male nor female.” On the 
right, a scroll has the words John 
Robinson said to the Pilgrims as 
they left the Netherlands, “The 
Lord has yet more light and truth 
to break forth from God’s word.” 

The phrase “more light” is set 
in upper-case letters to mark the 
church as one of the Presbyterian 
More Light ministries, which are 
dedicated to social and religious 
justice for lesbian and gay people. 
The McKinley Church has been 
part of the More Light movement 
for 18 years. 

The window, built at a cost of 
$10,000, was dedicated in honor 
of Carolyn Worley, a longtime 
head of the church’s Social Con¬ 
cerns Committee who is current¬ 
ly suffering late-stage Parkinson 
disease. The window was donated 
by her brother Mark Juergens- 
meyer, a Professor of Sociology at 
the University of California at 
Santa Barbara. 

Juergensmeyer explained, “I 


wanted to do something impressive 
for my sister, and something before 
she died. When the board of direc¬ 
tors informed me that the remain¬ 
ing available window slot had been 
reserved for a gay-themed work, I 
was delighted. For though I’m hap¬ 
pily heterosexually married, I’m 
openly not merely straight.” 

Although the Presbyterian 
Church nationally is one of the 
most internally conflicted Protes¬ 
tant denominations on gay issues, 
the McKinley Presbyterian 
Church has been one of the most 
consistently gay-progressive insti¬ 
tutions in Champaign. In the 
spring of 1998, it will host a na¬ 
tional conference of the More 
Light Churches Network with 
200-300 representatives from 
around the country attending. ▼ 
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and therefore there is some cross¬ 
resistance between all the drugs. 
Protease inhibitors, like NNRTIs, 
can be extremely potent anti-HIV 
drugs. However, it seems that HIV 
can somewhat easily mutate to 
avoid the drugs and still cut the 
RNA in the correct place. 

Three classes may be 
better than two 

Some virologists have long ar¬ 
gued that the best HIV treatment 
strategy is to hit the virus as hard 
as possible in as many different 
ways as possible. By driving the 
HIV viral load completely and 
very quickly to zero in all tissue 
compartments, they argue, the 
virus will not have a chance to 
make the multiple mutations nec¬ 
essary to overcome all the drugs 
at once. Employing that strategy, 
today, would suggest starting 
someone off with one or two of 
the best drugs in each class, and 
taking the drugs as precisely as 
possible when starting anti-HIV 
therapy until the viral load is dri¬ 


ven to zero on the most sensitive 
viral tests available. Data suggests 
that if this is done correctly, using 
currently available drugs, a very 
large percentage of patients can 
see viral load suppressed indefi¬ 
nitely. 

The best HIV treatment strat¬ 
egy will include a combination of 
drugs that simultaneously: (1) 
suppress HIV viral load as much 
as possible, (2) penetrate into as 
many tissue compartments as 
possible, (3) delay the emergence 
of resistant virus as long as pos¬ 
sible, (4) consistently maintain 
high blood-levels of drugs, (5) 
have acceptable side-effects, and 
(6) do not present substantial 
barriers to adherence. Hard clin¬ 
ical data may never be available 
to prove which drugs and drug 
combinations best meet those 
goals, because it is not in the in¬ 
terest of any one drug company 
to develop that data. Rather than 
accept the minimalist approach 
based on what can be supported 
by drug company data, patients 
and doctors should learn the ra¬ 
tionale behind more aggressive 
recommendations in order to 
make the best choices. ▼

Cinematheque program 
sheds light on 
the passion of 
Leonor Fini 
and Kay Sage

Leonor Fini 


f \ § utsider art” is usually understood as the product of a hyper-pro* 
M \ m ductive, typically male naif who is closer to his own teeming ttn- 
>^~-'con$cious than most of its would dare be to our own, Howard Fin- 
ster, with his endless eruptions of angels and devils on privy doors, 
and Henry Darger, master of the 19,000-page handwritten novel, are two of the 
most prominent examples from recent times. 

But it is possible to be an outsider even when you appear to be inside of a 
major art movement. Surrealism, like outsider art, has been seen as mostly the 
product of male minds, with Andre Breton doing the conceptual work and self¬ 
promoters like Salvador Dali delivering the goods as well as the mainstream au¬ 
diences. Histories of the movement have little to say about the many women who 
wete also creating this kind of art, sometimes literally right alongside the men as 
wives or lovers. Mostly they’ve been relegated to the place Breton and Dali cre¬ 
ated for them at the beginning, as exotic muses who inspired the “important” 
work the men were doing. (Patronage, of course, was welcome from any sex.) 

Curator and media artist Aline Mare’s film-and-lecture show Voices of the 
Visionaries (Center for the Arts, December 4,7:30 p.m.) tries to redress some of 
this persistent imbalance by looking at three of the women Mare calls “neglect¬ 
ed female geniuses of the mid-20th century.” Two of them, Kay Sage (1898-1963) 
and Leonor Fini (1908-1995), are major visual artists wrongly lumped with 
minor lights of the surrealist movement. In fact, as this program shows, both 
were simply too idiosyncratic to be comfortable in this or any kind of move¬ 
ment. Sage was married to Yves Tanguy, one of the stars of surrealism, and 
worked in his shadow, in spite of having what many now believe was a greater 
talent. Fini had both friends and lovers among the group, including Paul Eluard 
and Max Ernst, but made it clear early that she had no interest in being any¬ 
body’s muse. (The third subject in this show is the less “neglected” French writer 
Colette.) 

At first glance, Chris Vermorcken's Leonor Fini: Portrait of an Artist (J987) 
looks too narrowly focused to encompass the rich life of its subject. It’s a fea¬ 
ture-length interview with the artist, with additional comments from friends 
and associates, scenes of Fini at work, and extended viewings of individual pieces. 
Aside from the requisite biographical data that’s loosely interpolated, there’s lit¬ 
tle attempt to place her in a historical context. As the film progresses, the purpose 
of this strategy of letting Fini define herself becomes clear. Her talent, her abil¬ 
ity to conjure detailed dreamscapes of imaginary matriarchies and less definable 
realms, owes less to those painters and trends the work recalls — Klimt, Munch, 
the pre-Raphaelites, Italian mannerism—-than to her own powerful imagina¬ 
tion. In resisting all labels, schools, and movements, she could perfect her art ac- 
cordingto her own ideal s. ^

Amazing transformation

That’s a nice summary of the 
story, only it misses the main 
point, namely that one of the rea¬ 
sons Bobby offed himself was be¬ 
cause Mommie Dearest couldn’t 
stand the thought of having a 
queer son, and in fact made him 
miserable. Though Mommie has 
had an amazing transformation 

— a child’s suicide has a way of 
doing that — the crucial part of 
this story is Mommies incompre¬ 
hension of her son’s sexual status, 
and we wonder just how honestly 
the film will treat this? We’ll find 
out next year, when the film is fin¬ 
ished. 

Get on the Clue Train 

Was that really Oprah Win¬ 
frey we heard the other day 
laughing when one of the guests 
on her show, the lead actor in 
Steven Speilberg’s new film 
Amistad, made a homophobic 
crack? The actor in question 

— let’s just call him Who 
Cares? — was recalling an 
event from his salad days 
when he was asked by 
“a feminine man” to 
pose for some pho¬ 
tographs. That was 
bad enough, but we 
almost fell out of 
our chair when 
Oprah, who only a 
few months ago 
elected herself den 
mother for Queer America, 
mused aloud about how hard it 
must have been for Who Cares? to 
keep from “annihilating” the 
homo interloper. 

Oprah’s inflection of the of¬ 
fending word was quite special, 
and it elicited more than a few 
giggles from the uncomprehend¬ 
ing studio audience. Oddly, we 
find only bitter irony, not mirth, 
in the spectacle of one minority 
laughing at another’s outsider sta¬ 
tus. We’re watching, Oprah.

My uncle and godfather were gay, 
and there was a lot of homopho¬ 
bia then. I think Ellen De-

Thompson also 
said that her lezzie 
turn, indeed the en¬ 
tire Ellen series, has 
created a new dia¬ 
logue in the U.K. 
about homosexuali¬ 
ty. Still, while she 
hopes closeted 
people in her coun¬ 
try will gain courage 
from the show to come out, she 
hopes Queen Elizabeth, who is 
often found traipsing around ye 
olde England in riding boots and 
jodhpurs, doesn’t get any ideas.

|| ’m getting all farklempt just 

thinking about Barbra by Hal- 
H stead: The Christmas Show?! 
currently running at Hello 
Gorgeous!! the Barbra Streisand 
Museum in the Castro. 

Gregory Halstead, writer and 
star of this drag queen tour de 
force , is Simply Barbra, talons and 
all, from the moment he enters the 
tiny stage, dressed in black evening 
gown and heels. “I’m not really 
that big,” says Halstead’s coy Bar¬ 
bra, “it’s the room that’s so small.” 
Don’t believe it for a minute. 

Halstead has been portraying 
Streisand for four years in his 
LA-based cable-access show 
Barbra by Halstead, and he has 
perfected his impression of Babs 
as an over-the-top, neurotic, 
tittering superstar. Just how 
neurotic is Halstead’s Barbra? 
Consider that Halstead attended 
last year’s Academy Awards in full 
Babs drag holding a sign that read 
“Will Work for Best Director 
Oscar,” and you may begin to 
comprehend what you’re in for 
with this two-hour performance. 
Halstead is "to Streisand as 
Dunaway is to Crawford. 

Much like Christmas with the 
Crawfords, in which the audience 
is forced to spend the holidays 
with Mommie Dearest and the 
kids, Halstead’s show places you 
in Barbra’s living room, festively 
decorated with a Christmas tree 
and presents. Barbra intends to 
“explore the wonderment of the 
season, or something like that” 
with her loving fans.

During the first half of the 
show, Halstead’s Barbra stares 


longingly at herself in the mirror, 
gets distracted and files her claws, 
err, nails, and questions the mean¬ 
ing of Christmas for Jews. She ex¬ 
plains the struggle she endured in 
choosing just the right Christmas 
songs for her new CD, Back to 
Christmas. After nixing “Santa 
Claus is Coming to Town” (“Why 
would I want to sing a song about a 
man who snubs the Jews?”) in 
favor of “Rudolph the Red-Nose 
Reindeer,” you’d expect Barbra to 
belt out the ditty, wouldn’t you? 
“I’d sing it to you,” says Halstead, 
“but you only paid $20 to get in 
here.” She ? s Diva with a capital D. 

The second act is the audience 
participation portion of the show, 
and it’s here where Halstead 
really shines. After soliciting gifts, 
monetary donations, and adoring 
fan letters from the audience, 
Halstead reaches out and touches 
the crowd in a way that is, well, 
probably illegal in several states. 
You’ll get to know Barbra inti¬ 
mately and learn details about her 
love affair with James Brolin (who 
makes a guest appearance via 
satellite in a hilarious bit during 
which Barbra repeatedly calls him 
“Daddy”), and her ongoing 
rivalry with half-sister Roslyn. 
And if you’ve ever wanted to au¬ 
dition for a role in a Streisand 
movie, or sing a duet with Barbra, 
here’s your chance. 

Oh, and about the encore — 
suffice to say you’ll laugh, you’ll 
cry, and you’ll never hear “Ever¬ 
green” the same way again. T

llan Gurganus, celebrated au¬ 
thor^ of White People and 
- 1 Oldest Living Confederate 
Widow Tells All, is back in print with 
Plays Well With Others (Knopf, $25), 
a bittersweet tale of love, ambition, 
and sorrow set in ’80s New York, the 
era of greed, cocaine, and AIDS. At 
the center of the novel is Hartley 
Mims Jr., a struggling writer who

premise. My model, if I had one 
for the book, is The Great Gatsby, 
which I think it resembles more 
closely, in the sense that Hartley is 
very much like Nick Carraway, an 
outlander in New York who is try¬ 
ing to figure out the scheme of 
things, the social hierarchy, and 
find out his particular destiny. 
Robert even looks like Gatsby in 
that he’s blonde, almost too good 
to be true. He’s unexplainable, 
and his power is submerged. And 
Angie, in the Daisy role, is this 
decorative, underestimated kind 
of figure. One of the things that I 
had in mind with that parallel was 
the connection between the ’20s 
and the ’80s, two immense parties 
that ended very abruptly. The ’20s 
ended with the stock market crash 
of ’29, the ’80s with the stock 
market crash of ’86 and the ad¬ 
vent of HIV, which is the biggest 
party-pooper in history. I tried to 
keep the party going throughout 
the whole book, even into “Par¬ 
adise” at the end, to' show how the 
momentum of those years, the 
passion and the joy and the ex¬ 
perimentation of those years, car¬ 


ried us even beyond our knowing 
what was transpiring in terms of 
the pandemic. 

One can't miss the dark humor in 
the book. 

The comic aspect of the book is 
what makes it original. What in¬ 
terests me is not tragic books 
about tragic periods, but comic 
books about tragic periods or 
tragic books about comic periods. 
To me, one of the things that art 
can give us is the tension that op¬ 
position provides, something that 
sheds new light on a subject and 
makes it valuable and interesting 
and which also reflects our hyper- 
developed sense of humor. We 
had to develop a sense of humor 
because, as you walk down the 
street and people are yelling “fairy, 
fruit, and faggot,” you either have 
to joke about it or buy a knife and 
cut your wrist.

stories about holiday entertain¬ 
ing, but you’d think someone over 
there could put aside those dog¬ 
eared copies of Suburbia Now and 
How to Make Stronger, Prettier 
Doilies long enough to cover a 
film with a week’s run at one of 
SF’s most important film venues.

Celebrating Sordi 

Italian film legend gets a showcase

A ctor Alberto Sordi, “Italy’s 
Everyman,” is virtually 
unknown here, which is 
more a comment on the sad state 
of international film distribution 
than a clue to the quality of his 
work. Sordi is being honored 
locally with a mini-retrospective 
(ten films) that runs through 
mid-December at the Pacific Film 
Archive in Berkeley. The show¬ 
case kicks off tonight (December 
4) at the Castro Theatre with a 
personal appearance by Sordi and 
a screening of Mario Monicelli’s 
wrenching 1977 melodrama An 
Average Little Man (Un borghese 
piccolo piccolo), which begins as a. 
satirical look at the pomposities 
of a bourgeois bureaucrat and 
ends as. a grim indictment of 


society and the human appetite 
for destruction. 

Sordi plays Giovanni Vivaldi, 
whose main purpose in life is to get 
his doltish son a job at the ministry, 
where he’s worked for 
30 years. Vivaldi hectors his dan¬ 
druff-riddled boss into helping the 
boy cheat his way into the job, and, 
in a hilarious attack on the mind¬ 
lessness of male gatherings, joins 
the freemasons to increase the 
odds. When junior is suddenly 
killed by bank robbers, the mood 
turns irreversibly black, with Mrs. 
Vivaldi (Shelley Winters in an ef¬ 
fective salt-of-the-earth role) para¬ 
lyzed by a stroke and 
Vivaldi’s formerly placid life 
thrown into chaos. The ease with 
which Sordi transforms his charac¬ 
ter from a pretentious but lovable 
family man to a ruthless, immoral 
killer is a wonder to behold. ▼

Musical mayhem

I f you’ve never heard of The Kinsey Sicks, it’s time you get hip to 
the four guys who, as they sing in one of their numbers, “put 
the ho in hosiery, the chest in orchestration, the harm in 
harmony, and the sin in syncopation.” 

The Kinsey’s debut CD is called Dragapella!, and it’s obvious why 
from just one listen. The album’s 19 numbers mix original songs with 
pointed satirical song-parodies. The first number Jets us know what’s 
in store. The potentially cloying anthem “(We Are a) Gentle Loving 
People” is allowed to stake its musical and emotional claim, but then 
gets delightfully and deservedly up-ended. As the verses progress, the 
singers enact descriptions of gay people as sassy, savage, sexy, catty, 
and, ultimately, shallow. In one of the quartet’s smartest jokes, this 
condition is demonstrated by their forgetting the lyric altogether. 

Their version of “The Rose” starts straight but quickly enough 
begins poking fun at the song’s miles of metaphor before conclud¬ 
ing with a hushed tribute to Bette Midler. They send Tina Turner 
“trolling on the river” in the cruising manifesto “Proud Marys” and 
salute our “lesbo-Iicious sisters” as they sail right over the edge of 
political correctness in “Beaver,” set to Peggy Lee’s “Fever.” 

Among the CD’s original tunes, “Self-Esteem” hits a hilarious 
bulls-eye on our need to be less self-destructive, while “Take Me 
Home to Meet Your Mama” chronicles the difficulties involved with 
' introducing a drag queen to the folks. 

It’s not all comedy, however, and the group scores high points 
with its impeccable singing of the prayer/revival meeting, “I Wish 
I Knew How It Would Feel to be Free” and their tribute to a late 
friend in “Begona’s Song.” 

I’ve been jiving to this album ever since I got it. Even after the joke 
bits have been memorized, its musical thrills sustain repeated hear¬ 
ings.

2, the strong, independent bass in 
Op. 38, No. 6, and the delicate dy¬ 
namic scheme in Op. 67, No. 1 
were gratifying on their own 
terms, but the pianist’s seeming 
disinclination to put over a song 
made even the strong details un- 
memorable. 

What emerged was something 
closer to Songs Without Rests. It 
was during the Mendelssohn that 
I became aware of Perahia’s con¬ 
sistent avoidance of rests. While 
the composer’s Fantasie in 
F-sharp Minor, Op. 28, elicited 
the pianist’s most alert playing, 
his tendency to rush the music 
lent it a certain instability. By the 
end, for all its flash, it seemed 
much ado about very little.

Keyboard legend less than 
stellar in Davies recital 


by Timothy Pfaff 


he buzz surrounding 
Murray Perahia’s Davies 

m Hall recital last week 
suggested that the 51-year-old 
pianist was back. But is he? 

Absent from the concert stage 
for a number of years (after a 
seemingly minor paper cut opened 
the door on a long series of 
medical complications), Perahia 
has mounted a comeback as 
fraught with difficulties as 
Vladimir Horowitz’s was three 
decades ago. If, in Perahia’s case, 
the stakes were not as high, the 
suspense certainly was. Having 
canceled Five of his last six Bay 
Area appearances for one health 
reason or another, Perahia 
appeared before an audience he 
had left wanting more, and one 
that welcomed him with equal 
measures of relief and good will. 

But the musician who gingerly 
approached the Davies Hall 
Steinway two Tuesdays ago bore 
faint resemblance to the Perahia 
of yore, the patrician pianist with 
more than a touch of the poet and 
a laudable penchant for the better 
music of his own day. While he 
brought off a seemingly safe 
program without significant 
mishap, the lack of electricity in 
the air suggested that yesterday’s 
patrician pianist has given way to 
one who is today considerably 
more aloof. An unmistakable 
sense of a musician walking on 
eggshells supplanted the air of 
quiet authority that once was a 
hallmark of Perahia’s playing. 

On this occasion, the “new” 
repertoire was drawn from the 
pianist’s recent excursions into 
18th-century repertory — a 
venture that recently netted him 
the 1997 Gramophone Award in 
the instrumental category for his 
Sony Classical recording of 
Handel and Scarlatti. Yet Perahia’s 
bland, largely overpedaled 
traversal of Handel’s Suite No. 3 
in D Minor provided few clues 
about what has drawn him to this 
corner of the repertoire. A pleas¬ 
ant singing quality in the central 
Allemande provided the only 
playing of any character, the 
balance being just so much neatly 
dispatched counterpoint of 
almost paralyzing evenness. 

An unerring feel for music’s 
inner voices — arguably the only 
identifying trait of the earlier 
Perahia in evidence on this occa¬ 
sion — added interest to an oth¬ 
erwise passionless account of 
Schumann’s Sonata No 1 in 
F-sharp Minor, Op. 11. But a 
shapely reading of the sonata’s 
Aria movement is hardly enough 
to take the work’s full measure. 
Though he made connections 
between the disparate musical 
strands of this remarkable bit of 
early Schumann, Perahia 
ultimately failed to characterize 
the music’s distinctive elements 
credibly, let along strongly. 

Mendelssohn’s Songs Without 
Words seemed well-suited to Per¬ 
ahia’s personality, but there was 
little singing in the pianist’s often 
labored, dry renditions of eight of 
the celebrated miniatures. The 
nimble fingerwork in Op. 67, No.

that closed the printed program 
— the Berceuse, Op. 57, and 
the F-minor Fantasy, Op. 49 — 
emerged intact but with scant 
musical profile. The former was 
so meandering and shapeless 
I forgot to keep listening. An 
encore of Schubert’s Impromptu, 
Op. 90, No. 1, a monotonous 
exercise in perpetual motion 
reduced to its lowest common 
denominator, provided a fitting 
conclusion. ▼

I t would be hard to imagine 
a style of music more 
appropriate for the waning 
days of the 20th century than 
electronica (and all of its multiple 
offshoots). At once cold and im¬ 
personal, it can also be sizzling 
and hypnotic. Championed as a 
new frontier in music around the 
world, electronic music has come 
a long way since Wendy 
(nee Walter) Carlos first switched 
on Bach in the late ’60s. 

Aphex Twin (a.k.a. Richard D. 
James) and David Holmes both 
have a firm grasp on their respec¬ 
tive extension cords and have re¬ 
leased albums that will probably 
sound as fascinating in the next 
century as they do now. On his 
last three albums alone, Aphex 
Twin has made some of the most 
compelling music you are likely to 
hear this year. 

Combining the harder edges of 
1995’s I Care Because You Do 
with the lush sounds of 1996’s 
Richard D. James Album, James’ 
latest, Come to Daddy 
(Sire/Warp), is an unsettling and 
unforgettable musical experience. 
Even without the startling visuals 
of the video for the title track, 
you may not want to close your 
eyes while listening to this song 
(or maybe you will). With lines 
such as “Come to daddy” and 
“I want your soul” being central 
to the song’s lyrical content, you 
have to wonder whether James 
has been listening to his share 
of Nine Inch Nails. 

Immediately following the 


“Come to Daddy, Pappy Mix” 
is the ethereal “Flim,” which in 
turn is followed by the “dirty little 
boy” in “Come to Daddy” mix. 
On the whole, this disc plays like 
the equivalent of a David Lynch 
musical. Other haunting 
highlights include the rubberized 
electronics of “Bucephalus 
Bouncing Ball,” the danceable 
“Funny Little Man,” and the 
acid jazz of “IZ-US.” 

Where Aphex Twin is clearly 
in search of signs of intelligent 
life on other planets, David 
Holmes prefers to focus on the 
down-to-earth urban experience. 
Let's Get Killed is sinister and 
cinematic. It’s like that nasty car 
accident you can’t look away from 
as you drive past it on the freeway, 
or that gory movie shoot-out that 
you watch through your fingers. 

Even with New York’s 
improved safety rating status, 
leave it to an outsider — Holmes 
is from Ireland — to expose the 
still-festering underbelly. The 
spoken voices you hear on 
Let’s Get Killed are citizens of the 
city that never sleeps, recorded 
by Holmes, at all hours. One 
is a street urchin astrologer, 
another a drug addict who recites 
his daily intake. One track begins 
with a punk rocker’s denunciation 
of the notorious Continental 
Club after the bouncer kicked 
him out for “moshing.” 

The music, which is by 
turns sexy and scary, has 
a sophistication not often found in 
electronica. It would be easy 
to imagine some of these songs 
(like “Gritty Shaker” and “My 
Mate Paul”) performed by, say, 
an orchestra or a jazz quartet, as 
Holmes has found a way to blend 
real instruments (strings and 
brass, for example) with synthetic 
ones (on tracks such as “Radio 7” 
and “Don’t Die Just Yet”). T

MG Classics has seen to 


t it that there’s something for 
iyii just about everyone in 
The Dark Is My Delight , San Fran¬ 
cisco countertenor Brain Asawa’s 
debut CD. Asawa lavishes his lus¬ 
cious voice, one of the most beau¬ 
tiful instruments in any range to 
be heard today, on an array of 
16th-century English lute songs 
by John Dowland and Thomas 
Campion in addition to some 
anonymous popular songs of the 
day. Lutenist David Tayler lends 
sensitive, supple support. These 
mournful songs of love and 
its yearnings have rarely been 
performed with the sensuality 
and passion Asawa finds in them, 
and some — perhaps most 
notably “O Death, rock me 
asleep,” an endlessly sad, softly 
dissonant song attributed to 
Anne Boleyn — turn out to be 
musical revelations. 

For those not charmed by the 
subtle pleasures of Elizabethan 
music, BMG Classics is offering 
an altogether less subtle induce¬ 
ment: a generous display of come- 
hither photographs — Brian 
sprawled out on the floor, Brian 
gazing up at the camera with his 
hand on his heart — of its latest 
star in the making. Asawa sent the 
A-gay crowd from Q San Francis¬ 
co ., which co-sponsored his 
record-signing event at San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Oberon restaurant last 
month, into an advanced case of 
titters with his fearless rendition 
of the title tune, which ends: “My 
body is but little, but little, but lit¬ 
tle,/So is the nightingale’s; I long 
to sleep against the prick-prick- 
prickle,/So does the nightingale.”

Stravinsky in America — Michael 
Tilson Thomas, London Symphony 
Orchestra (RCA Victor) 

Continuing his contractual 
duties with BMG Classics, our 


own MTT has made a smashing 
new disc with his old cronies from 
across the pond. There is 
something ironic about an album 
of Stravinsky’s American 
compositions being recorded 
in London’s famous Abbey Road, 
but the results are predictably 
brilliant and should silence those 
notoriously snobbish British 
critics. 

Tilson Thomas grew up in 
Los Angeles, which gave him an 
opportunity to hear and meet 
Stravinsky on numerous occa¬ 
sions. I grew up near Hollywood 
myself, but I wasn’t afforded the 
same advantage. Nevertheless, 
Stravinsky has always been a per¬ 
sonal favorite, and my collection 
of his works is virtually complete. 

For those who have these 
gemlike pieces in the admirable 
Robert Craft series on 
MusicMasters, this set will be a 


less urgent purchase. However, if 
you haven’t yet developed a taste 
for the diamond edge of late 
Stravinsky, or if you’ve forgotten 
how droll his wit could be, here 
is the ideal interpreter coaxing 
delightful performances in superb 
sound. The booklet notes by 
Michael Steinberg (longtime 
program annotator for the San 
Francisco Symphony) and the 
amusing cover art by Pat Gavin 
clinch the deal. 

Canteloube/Songs of the 
Auvergne — Dawn Upshaw and

almost ridiculously sumptuous 
recording, made when her voice 
was at its creamy best. 

Despite the aforementioned 
attractions, Canteloube needs 
to be orchestrated with richer 
textures than we hear from 
the restrained Nagano, and 
nowhere is this more evident than 
in the opening cut Bailero. As a 
single purchase, I might go for 
this, but for a complete set ... 
opt for von Stade. 

Early Music (Lachryma Antiqua) 
— Kronos Quartet (Nonesuch) 

No one will ever accuse the 
Kronos Quartet of jumping on 
the latest musical bandwagon. 
They are themselves the arbiters 


instruments, a harmonium, and 
traditional Tuva vocals. 

Songs by Elizabethans Henry 
Purcell and Christopher Tye meld 
surprisingly well with the 
angst-filled “polystylism” of 
Alfred Schnittke and other 
experimental moderns like 
John Cage and Louis Hardin, 
a.k.a.

As usual, there is a maddening 
lack of information in the 
CD booklet, but the photos 
are intriguing. Perhaps it is better 
to simply let the music speak 
for itself. If you have resisted 
the return to early music 
movement, now might be 
a good time to let the 
Kronos Quartet persuade 
you otherwise. ▼ 
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This is the second and final 
disc in a successful set of 
Canteloube’s beloved collection 
of songs, but the real enticement 
here is the inclusion of a 
tasty selection from Maurice 
Emmanuel’s lesser-known 
Burgundian Songs from the 
Beaune Area. There are several 
desirable complete editions of 
Chants d’Auvergne already 
available, and some, like Frederica 
von Stade’s deservedly praised 
rendition, are at bargain price. 

The considerable charm of 
Dawn Upshaw’s dry-eyed 
interpretation and Nagano’s 
support with almost chamberlike 
textures from the Lyon orchestra 
are the chief attractions here, 
yet I couldn’t help feeling 
nostalgic for Kiri Te Kanawa’s

self and her own feelings. 

Dreher is a writer with a real 
gift for characterization. The 
women and men of this novel are 
vividly alive, their language always 
appropriate to the situation and 
to their own emotions. Dreher 


does a fine job of re-creating the 
feel of the early, pre-Beatles, 
pre^-Stonewall ’60s, when the 
barest glimmers of new ways to 
look at ourselves were emerging. 
The plots of this novel, which cen¬ 
ter around friendship, betrayal 
and love, are stunning. No kid¬ 
ding - you will not be able to put 
Solitaire and Brahms down, be¬ 
cause you will have to know what 
happens next. 

Dreher uses humor to good ef¬ 
fect in this work. Her wit comes 
out of, and is always true to, the 
character, which makes her more 
than just funny. For example, Fran 
was in the Army, and that’s where 
she learned outdoor survival skills. 
When Fran takes Shelby camping 
for the first time, Shelby finally has 
to “declare a rest hour. Fran could 
sleep, or read, or write postcards 
home or do woodland crafts, but 
there was to be no talking. The 
army had been fine, she was sure, 
and Fran had learned many useful 
things no doubt,but Shelbywant- 
ed her to see a little of what a real 
summer camp was like when you 
weren’t getting ready for war.” 

If you are old enough to re¬ 
member bar raids and elec¬ 
troshock treatments for homosex¬ 
uality, Solitaire and Brahms will 
ring painfully true. If you were 
born after the dark ages, you owe 
it to yourself to find out what life 
was like before gay liberation. 
Dreher’s great talent is to remind 
us not only of the dark days, but 
also of the brave women and men 
who took the first steps toward 
freedom for all of us. You will 
never forget the characters in .this 
novel or the history they lived. 
Oh, yes, and you’ll be hugely en¬ 
tertained at the same time that 
you learn about our beginnings. 
I’d call that a real gift. ▼

Consider the femi¬ 
nist man: “Paul is one of these 
nice, soft, well-meaning straight 
men who seem to have taken 
classes in sensitivity and self- 
awareness. He almost never 
lapsed

us. I didn’t want a novel that 
began with foregone conclusions 
about AIDS in 1997.1 wanted to 
re-live it from 1980 foreword, 
and by doing that, evoke a kind 
of compassion.

There are many peo¬ 
ple who, even though most don’t 
say it, think queers got what they 
deserved. It’s such a wicked, 
cruel vision of experience. Hind¬ 
sight is so perfect. Even when we 
knew that something had gone 
wrong, that people were dying, 
we were told it might be the air, 
it might be poppers, it might be 
whatever.

cally. We think that if we can in¬ 
troduce enough stereotypical 
jokes into our own system, then 
their feeble attempts will mean 
nothing.

David Hockney and His Friends 
by Peter Adam, Benjamin Brit¬

H 11 M e’re here! We’re queer! 

We’re a profitable 
s niche-marketing target! 
As a result of our refined liter¬ 
ary sensibilities, loads of dispos¬ 
able income, and legendary eye 
for sharp graphic design, gay 
and lesbian readers recently 
have become the consumer 
darlings of savvy publishers 
who are practically bleeding ink 
in an effort to stock bookshop 
shelves with high-priced tomes 
celebrating our Nancy-boy 
specialness and leather-dyke 
allure. 

While superstores still insist 
on ghettoizing these books in 
cute little gay/lesbian corners, 
at least we’ve come a long way 
from decades past when queer 
readers had to surreptitiously 
scan lending libraries for a 
token copy of Rubyfruit Jungle 
or City of Night. 

I’m exaggerating, of course, 
but it’s not been lost on publishers 
that Edmund White is enjoying 
critical accolades and sales 
usually reserved for the likes 
of Thomas Pynchon and Don 
DeLillo, and are responding by 
rushing feel-good fluff like Bob 
Smith’s Openly Bob into multiple 
printings. White, in fact, is key 
to this trend; not only has he 
led a renaissance of honest, 
daring, and smart AIDS-era gay 
and lesbian literature, he has 
also ruminated the loss 
of civilized days when gay culture 
was hinged more on 
keeping up with the Joneses 
intellectually rather than 
pectorally. 

It is in this dual spirit of 
publicity-driven consumerism 
and cardigan-and-bifocal 
snobbery that British publishing 
firm Absolute Press has conceived 
Outlines, an attractive, affordable 
series of primers on trendsetting 
gay and lesbian artists, writers, 
and performers. Taken as a 
whole, these admittedly 
modest books aim to tell the 
history of 20th-century gay 
and lesbian life, sex, and art, 
from the closet through Stonewall 
to the Pet Shop Boys. The first 
three entries in the series, 
on David Hockney, Benjamin 
Britten, and Bessie Smith, 
suggest that Outlines is approach¬ 
ing this grand goal from necessar¬ 
ily diverse, witty perspectives, 
and with a minimum of self-con¬ 
gratulatory bluster. 


With so much already written 
on David Hockney, Peter 
Adam wisely doesn’t claim the 
last word on the man or 
his art. Rather, he focuses 
on Hockney’s many important 
relationships with lovers and 
friends, indulging in a great deal 
of name-dropping as he describes 
encounters with Christopher 
Isherwood, Armistead Maupin, 
Jeanne Moreau, Mick Jagger, 
Andy Warhol, Robert 
Mapplethorpe, Rudolf Nureyev, 
and Divine. Adam himself 
is a longtime friend of Hockney’s, 
and at times he proves excessively 
lionizing. “It is almost impossible 
to be bored by him,” Adam 
writes of the flamboyant artist, 
flinging away any last trace 
of authorial objectivity. His brief 
bio emphasizes the California 
years, where in the hedonistic ’70s 
Hockney was surrounded 
by “all these incredible boys, 
everybody wore little white 
socks.” Adam is less effective as an 
art critic; studying Hockney’s 
innumerable depictions of nude 
men with nice asses lounging 
around swimming pools, he 
concludes with British cheekiness 
that “David likes bums.” 

Hockney once vacationed with 
Benjamin Britten, though neither 
Adam nor Michael Wilcox, author 
of Benjamin Britten’s Operas, 
reveal what the artist thought of 
Britten’s bum. It’s doubtful that 
the great composer was interested 
in Hockney’s physique, as his 
tastes ran more towards young 
boys. Wilcox theorizes that 
Britten attempted to stave off his 
(possibly unconsummated) 
pedophilic preoccupation 
by pouring his sexual obsessions 
into a series of acclaimed, contro¬ 
versial operas. As a self-professed 
opera queen with a good ear 
and an occasionally hyperbolic 
writing style (he describes the 
14-year-old Britten’s minor 
Four French Songs as “a superb 
and mature masterpiece”), Wilcox 
enjoys unearthing the gay 
subtexts in works such as 
Peter Grimes, Billy Budd, 
and Death in Venice. He also 
touches on Britten’s lifelong 
relationship with singer Peter 
Pears. 

Bessie Smith let loose her 
remarkable lowdown wail on just 
about every woe imaginable 
duing her live-fast, die-young 
career as the grand dame of 
Southern blues. African-Scottish 
poet Jackie Kay’s sassy biograph of 
Smith reflects the sad, sexy sound 
of Smith’s shattering blues with 
jazzy prose and personal insights. 
Kay discovered Smith for the first 
time as a teenager, hearing a voice 
that “made you feel this woman 
knew everything about life and 
was not frightened of any of it. 


It made me stop reading Anne of 
Green Gables and look up sharp 
and listen.” Smith, touring the 
blues circuit in her yellow Pullman 
railroad car, should have heard 
trouble coming when she married 
her abusive second husband, Jack 
Gee. Still, Gee couldn’t stop her 
from taking a string of women 
lovers, or reigning as the Empress 
of the Blues before dying in a car 
crash in 1937. Kay’s terrific bio is a 
handbook of diva dos and don’ts. 

Upcoming volumes in the 
Outlines series will profile Tony 
Kushner, Ian McKellan, Gore 
Vidal, Gertrude Stein, Tennessee 
Williams, Pedro Almodovar, and 
Derek Jarman, among other gay 
luminaries. You know you’ll want 
to buy them all, and so does the 
publisher. Why resist? ▼

Wasteland 


T he environmental devastation of 
opencast coal mining is the sub¬ 
ject of a powerful series of works 
by Czechoslovakian photographer 
Josef Koudelka, now showing at 
Robert Koch Gallery through the end 
of the year. The photographs of The 
Black Triangle (1990-1994) have a 
bleak, austere beauty connected both 
to their subject and their form: all the 
gelatin silver prints are 106 cm. wide, 
an unusual horizontal format which is 
perfectly suited to the earthbound 
landscapes they portray. 

The long, panoramic prints have 
equally long titles, such as “4 cubic me¬ 
tres of earth have to be removed to ex¬ 
tract one tonne [sic] of coal...,” but you 
don’t need the background informa¬ 
tion to understand their message. In 
one of the best images on display, 
“Podkrusnohori was populated as 
early as 7,000 years ago,” the aesthetic 
delight of an ancient statue along a 
country road is spoiled, like the land¬ 
scape, by ugly power lines and fuming 
smokestacks. 

Koudelka recounts the history of 
this blighted region of Czechoslovak, 
known as the Black Triangle, by drop¬ 
ping astounding facts into his picture 
titles. “The Bilina riverbed has been 
changed 65 times,” reads one. “The 
former Czech and Slovak Federal Re¬ 
public produced 150 million tonnes 
/stc/...reads another. “Coal mining 
started in the region around the year 
1400.” 

These stark images of industrial 
pollution call to mind the work of 
other photographers who document 
ecological plunder, such as Richard 
Misrach’s series on nuclear test sites. 
But Koudelka, whose reputation is in¬ 
ternational, retains a special perspec¬ 
tive on the havoc wrought on his na¬ 
tive land. His work hits home. ▼

Like Sage, who was also a poet, 
Fini excelled in other areas besides 
painting, doing book illustrations, 
designing sets for Italian operas, 
creating bizarre and elaborate 
couture, and even devising a 
perfume bottle for Schiaparelli’s 
“Shocking.” Still, it’s her paintings 
that she will be remembered for, 
and these figure prominently in 
the documentary. “I paint things 
that don’t exist and that I’d like 
to see,” she says. The things that 
“don’t exist” are strange worlds 
of sphinx-women, female dopple- 
gangers, and curious creatures 
engaged in mysterious activities, 
all rendered with the kind of 
painterly detail that brings them 
to gorgeous life. Some of her 
tableaux are erotic, quasi-lesbian 
(though Fini would have bristled 
at the word “lesbian,” another 
label). In Night Conquered ( 1967), 
two ghostly women embrace on 
the floor in what appears to be a 
marriage of sex and death. 

Fini rejected the overtures 
of feminists, but the absence of 
men from her work is one of its 
hallmarks. In an early painting 
like The Alcove (1942), a nearly 
nude woman stares down at 
a nearly nude man sleeping 
on a bed. By 1967, with Le Fait 
Accompli, the male is reduced to 
a chalk drawing on the floor, with 
beautiful, stylized women moving 
obliquely through the space 
showing little interest in him. 
Between these works are paintings 
like World’s End (1949) and 
The Guardian of Phoenixes (1954), 
in which totemic female figures 
preside over a kind of quiet 
apocalypse. Some of the pieces 
show a playful wit: The Useless 
Dress (1964), for example, 
is an amusing take on the pre- 
Raphaelite Ophelia, drowning 
not in water but in a massive 
red-orange gown. 

In spite of the cool sensuality 
of her imagery, Fini was an 
unabashed intellectual and could 
articulate her aesthetic strategies 
better than most. The film shows 
her at work in her studio, doing a 
portrait in watercolor. She talks 
about the “disobedience” of the 
medium with poetic power: 
“I strike it, stalk it, try to make it 
obey me. Then in its disobedience, 
it forms things I like.” It’s surely 
significant that she uses the same 
concept in discussing her dislike 
of Andre Breton: “Breton found

me irritating because I wasn’t 
obedient.” 

Unnerving vision 

Kay Sage, perhaps because 
of her wealthy, repressive 
background, was more obedient 
than Fini. She not only married 
Yves Tanguy, she financially 
supported him and other 
surrealists, including Andre 
Breton. Marilyn Rivchin and Kells 
Elmquist’s short film Kay Sage 
(1977) describes through quotes 
from her writings, comments by 
associates, and a survey of her 
works, a fragile woman with a 
depressive temperament for 
whom obedience may have been a 
way to maintain mental order. 
Eventually, the same dire world 
view that drove her art to its bleak 
extremes caused her suicide with 
a bullet through her heart in 1963. 

She began painting “seriously,” 
as she said, in 1936, so her 
productive period lasted a quarter 
of a century and encompassed 
some 200 paintings and collages. 
Like Fini, she was concerned with 
some of the same goals as 
the surrealists, namely the 
“non-rational juxtaposition of 
objects.” Breton, among others, 


found it hard to believe her work 
was made by a woman, deeming 
it “too strong.” With their echoes 
of the airless spaces and indistinct 
horizons of de Chirico and Paul 
Delvaux, Sage’s paintings were in 
some ways so strong they are 
more fundamentally disquieting 
than the obviously weird work of 
some of her male counterparts, 
like Salvador Dali. 

Her most famous work, 
Tomorrow is Never (1955), shows 
a kind of architecture of doom, 
a dead world marked by strange, 
cage-like constructions that 
appear to contain trapped, suffo¬ 
cating figures. Most of Sage’s 
paintings lack recognizable 
human qualities, thus there’s 
none of that sense of playfulness 
or pleasure or connection that 
crops up in the work of Fini. 
Where a possible human figure 
exists, as in I Saw Three Cities 
(1944), it’s more like a structure 
wrapped 

in cloth than a person. In On the 
First March Crows Begin to Search 
(1947), hints of a figure exist 
but merely as an eye and some 
drapery trapped on a flat, 
triangular object in a typical 
landscape of boxes, boards and

meaningless structures. In a rare 
break from this, Le Passage 
(1956), Sage painted what maybe 
considered a self-portrait. But 
here, the woman, naked to the 
waist, is seen from behind, staring 
out at an endless lonely expanse 
consisting only of broken blocks 
of earth. 

Sage’s writings, not surprisingly, 
show the same kind of despairing 
vision as her paintings, and the 
film quotes a few. In 1955, she 
wrote, “There will always be the 
long shadow of myself before me.” 
Another of her phrases could serve 
as her epitaph: “I have said all I have 
to say. All there is to do now is 
scream.” ▼
